“If the aim behind the blasts 
that occurred yesterday (Tuesday) 
is to dissuade Kuwait away horn 
its current ofl policy, then we 
affirm that such criminal 
perpetration can only bolster our 
determination to pursue our 
policies in the domain of 
petroleum and others,’’ Crown 
Prince and Prime Minister Sheikh - 
Saad Abdullah Al Sabah said in a 
statement. 

His statement was widely 
interpreted as an implicit 
accusation directed at Iran. 

The explosions on Tuesday 
evening started three separate 
fires at or near the Gulf coast Mina 
Al Ahmadi plant, 32 kilometres 
south of Kuwait city. 

Asked about a newspaper: 
report that a Lebanese citizen and 
a number of other people had 


been detained in connection with 
the fires, Interior Ministry 
Under-Secretary Yousuf Al 
Khorafi told Reuters: “We have 
made no arrests.’' » 

The Abu Dhabi-based Al 
Ittihad had said the Lebanese was 
detained at Kuwait international 
airport Tuesday night and other 
expatriates were held for 
questioning in a sabotage probe. 

Sheikh Saad made no mention 
of who mjght want to force 
changes in Kuwait’s ofl policy. 

The emirate however, along 
with Saudi Arabia, has been 
strongly criticised by Iran for 
producing too much oil and 
depressing prices. 

Both Gulf states, which have 
given hefty support to Iraq in its 
SVz j ear-old war against Iran, are 
pumping strongly. 

Kuwait has been the target of 
several sabotage acts in recent 
years. It has accused Iran erf being 
Hnlred with bombings of state 
buildings and of the U.S. and 
French embassies in 1983 by 17 
men who were convicted and 
jailed for the attacks. . - 


The emir. Sheikh Jaber Al 
Ahmad Al Sabah, survived a car 
bomb attack in May 1985, soon 
after the Islamic Jihad (holy war) 
group in Lebanon demanded the 
release of the 17. 

The state security court last 
March sentenced Sour Lebanese 
— three in their absence — to long 
jail terms for plotting to blow up a 
major power and water 
desalination plant.

Iran last February invaded and 
captured a tract of the southern 
Iraqi Fao region, a stone's throw 
from the Kuwaiti Rubiyan Island 
and Saudi Arabia’s Gulf-side ofl 
fields. 

Arab diplomatic sources said 
that Iran has since been issuing 
innuendoes that it would vacate 
Fao if Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
cut back their ofl production. 

Kuwait and Saudi Arabia have

Lebanese spiritual leaders hold 
surprise reconciliation meeting

Lebanon’s spiritual leaders held 
surprise • Christian- Muslim - 
reconciliation talks on Wednesday 
as Syrian observers trying to end 
Beirut’s “camps war" saw 
Palestinians besieged for a month 
by Shfiie militiam en. 

Maronite Christian Nasrallah 
Sfeir braved Beirut’s “green line” 
battlefront to pay a courtesy call 
on Sunni Muslim Mufti Sheikh 
Hassan Khaled — the first such 
visit to west Beirut by a Maronite 
patriarch since 1977. 

“We have come here to 
cooperate for what , is best for 
Lebanon,” Mr. Sfeir told 
reporters after an hour of talks. 

■ Muslim sources told Reuters 
the visit was unannounced for 
security reasons. A scheduled visit 
last May 22 was prevented by an 
outbreak of green fine shelling 
widely regarded as an angry veto 
by civfl war combatants opposed 
to the move. 

At the souther? outskirts of 
west Beirut, Syrian military- 
observers entered the embattled 
Palestinian camp of Boinj Al 
B&rajneh to discuss truce 
measures with fighters trapped by 


‘the' Shi’ it e A mar militia, 
Palestinian sources quoted by 
’ Reuter said. 

There have been numerous 
violations of a ceasefire agreed at 
the weekend by Amal and 
pro-Syrian Palestinians to halt 
four weeks of battles for control of 
Bouxj Al Barajneh, Sabra and 
Shatfla camps m which 143 people 
-have been killed. 

But the camps were quiet as 
Syrians entered Bourj Al 
Barajneh accompanied by 
officials of the Palestine National 
Salvation Front (PNSF), a 
coalition of Syrian-backed groups, 
to talk to Palestinians inside. 

Amal has ringed the 
shantytowns to prevent a revival 
erf mili tary support for Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat. 

The truce provides for joint 
observation posts in coordination 
with other pro-Syrian militias and 
the withdrawal of gunmen, but 
witnesses said Amal still 
surrounded the camps. - 

In a separate development, two 
bombs ripped through residential 
neighbourhoods in west Beirut' 
early Wednesday after an 


underground group freed two 
Christian hostages and pledged to 
release another soon. 

Police said there were no 
casualties in either bombing that 
targeted the Rafidein Iraqi Bank 
in west Beirut's Hamra district 
and a parked car in Tank Jedideh. 

Bombing attacks had receded in 
the western half of the Lebanese 
capital in the last five weeks. 

Gunmen dropped the two 
released hostages blindfolded 
from a car in front of the group 
floor reception of the independent 
Beirut newspaper An Nahar at 
10:30 p.m. Tuesday and then sped 
away. 

A typewritten Arabic statement 
left with the released hostages said 
a third captive would be freed 
Wednesday as “another goodwill 
gesture" by the Independent 
Movement for Liberating Civil 
War Hostages. He was not 
identified. 

In a statement two days ago 
announcing Tuesday’s release, the 
group said the move was a “gift’' 
for Patriarch Sfeir and called on 
■him to work for the release of 
abducted Muslims. 


Thousands said to be "disappearing’ 
in S. African state of emergency 


CAPE TOWN (Agencies) — ' 
Thousands of people have 
disappeared into detention 
without trial under South Africa's 
week-long state of emergency, a 
white politician said Wednesday. 

Opposition member Ray Swart 
made the statement in parliament 
as the government reported three 
more deaths in black violence and 
’the detention of a church 
congregation of 219 for holding 
what it said was an “ illegal 
gathering.” 

Meanwhile journalists,, barred 
from gathering independent, 
reports of township unrest,' 
attended a memorial service for 
ranwraman George De’atfc, toe 
first of their number to be killed in 
toe violence. 

.Parliamentary 'debates are 
exempt from the new press curbs 
and opposition politicians 
Wednesday stepped up attacks on 
the government, ' pressing for 
details of toe crackdown. 

“People just disappear. They 
have been taken by toe police, 
Mr. Swart of the centrist 
Progressive Federal Party (PEP) 
told the white chamber of 
parliament. 

As an example, he cited Cape 
Times journalist Andre Koopman 
who he said was- detained last- 
Sunday along with 20.0 
churchgoers while on a reporting 
assignment at Elsies River near 
Cage Town. 

'The government has confirmed 


foreign reports that the 
congregation had been detained 
for holding an “illegal gathering.” 

A Natal student leader, named 
by Mr. Swart as Sandy Jocelyn, 
had also disappeared. “He has 
disappeared along with thousands 
of others,” said Mr. Swart. 

Britam’s Trade Union Congress 
(TUC) said South Africa has 
detained more than 70 trade 
union leaders since imposing the 
state of emergency last week. 

Among toe demined were Jay 
Naidoo, leader of toe Council of 
South African Trade Unions 
(COSATU) which claims half a 
milli on members, and Phiroshaw 
Camay, general secretary of toe 
Council of Unions of South 
Africa, a TUC spokesman said. 

“The state of emergency has 
emphasised a much-ignored truth 
about South Africa: for the 
foreseeable future, the danger of 
revolution is miniscule, toe danger 
of a rightwing ’regime of the 
colonels’ is great,’” 
Johannesburg's - conservative 
financial daily. Business Day, said 
in an editorial. 

On its front page, the paper 
carried what it said were “names 
of some of the 2,000 said to be in 
■detention.’ 1 

Emergency regulations have 
banned identifying any detainees. 
'The list was apparently' 
publishable because it was read 
out by opposition politician 
Graham McIntosh in Parliament, 


whose debates are hot covered by 
the emergency. 

Nobel Peace Prize winner 
Bishop Desmond Tom joined 
scores of journalists at the service 
for De’ato, a South African 
television cameraman who died 
after being attacked by 
hatchet- wielding black vigilantes 
last week. 

In Paris, South African 
nationalist leader Oliver Tambo 
predicted a speedy collapse erf the 
white-led minority rule and 
condemned Britain and other 
Western governments for their 
opposition to sanctions against 
Pretoria^ 

“One thing is certain. Botha 
can’t go on for ever. Some day 
we’ll make it and somehow I thfnk 
it will be soon,” African National 
Congress (ANC) President Oliver 
Tambo told a news conference. 

Mr. Tambo, attending a United 
Nations conference on sanctions 
against South Africa, said, 
Britain’s resistance to sanctions 
and that of the United States and 
West Germany would make toe 
conflict in the white-ruled country 
worse. 

“From our point of view toe 
time to act-has always been now. 
We believe that to hold bade is not 
only to permit escalation but will 
encourage it,” he said. 

“We believe the British 
government is aware erf these

AMMAN — Citizens of Irbid go 
to the polls on Thursday to choose 
one out of seven candidates 
running for a vacant seat in toe 
Lower House of Parliament. The 
by-election, toe second since the 
government reconvened 
Parliament in 1984. is being held 
to elect a successor to the late 
Naim Al Tal who died earlier this 
year. 

Candidates were making last 
efforts Wednesday to win the 
biggest share possible of toe 
nearly 140.000 votes in Irbid 
Goveroorate. The campaign took 
the form of intensive contacts 
between candidates and Irbid 
personalities as well as the 
distribution of leaflets, posters 
and advertising in newspapers. 
Voting will take place at 207 
polling centres distributed all over 
the govemorate. 

Polling starts at 7 a.m. and ends 
at 7 pjn.of the same day. The vote 
count begins immediately after 
toe conclusion of polling with the 
supervision of 40 committees and 
the presence of candidates or their 
representatives. 

A last-minute attempt by toe 
government to arrive at a 
consensus on one candidate failed 
.on .Tuesday because .candidates 
were not convinced and preferred 1 
to bold the election as planned. 
Interior Minister Hassan Al 
Kayed said the attempt for 
consensus was made in view of the 
fact that toe by-election was for 
filKng only one seat in Parliament 
and with the purpose of saving 
public effort and expenses. 

He said he regreted that some 
people haye misunderstood the 
attempt of Teaching consensus op 
one candidate and regarded the 
attempt as an interference by toe 
government. ’’This 
misunderstanding has regrettably, 
assumed a certain factional 
tendency,” Mr. Kayed said. 

“It is the candidates’ right not to 
accept the idea and the 
government will only respect that 
right and help hold toe election in 
an organised, free and quiet 
atmosphere," toe interior minister 
tokl a meeting in the dty on 
Tuesday. 

Irbid Governor Mohammad Ali 
Amin said last Thursday that a 
lawsuit contesting the candidacy 
of Mr. Jamal Obeidat has been 
withdrawn from the High Court of 
Justice. 

The lawsuit, according to 
informed sources, claimed that 
.Mr. Obeidat should be 
disqualified for not resigning from 
his post in the Irbid Cooperative 
Organisation. According to toe 
election law, a candidate should 
submit his resignation from any 
government post prior to running 
for a seat in toe Lower House of 
Parliament. 

Mr. Amin did not say who filed 
the lawsuit against Mr. Obeidat or 
why it was withdrawn. Sources 
said the court did not consider the 
Irbid Cooperative Organisation as 
a government institution, thus 
invalidated the lawsuit. 

The number of candidates 
dropped to seven after Rihan 
Miqdadi decided to pull out from 
the race last Thursday. Mr. 
Miqdadi did not cite reasons for 
his decision. 

The seven candidates are 
Mohammad Bashir Ghazzawi, 
Suleiman Ajlouni, Jamal Obeidat, 
Abdul-Majeed Nuseir, Ibrahim 
Abu Saleem Jaradat, Anwar 
Shboul and Yussef Alawoeh. 

Candidates expect a high 
turnout for voting. 

Dr. Nuseir is considered one of 
the leading candidates. Dr. Nuseir 
said his election programme was 
based on his realisation that toe 
Palestine cause is the cause of toe 
whole Arab Nation. He said 
Palestine can be liberated by those 
who are dedicated to God and are 
realty to prepare for the needed 
struggle. 

Dr. Nuseir said that mosques 
•and the media compliment toe 
educational process in the 
Kingdom that should be run 1 
independently by enlightened and

European role is crucial for 
Mideast peace efforts — King

HIS MAJESTY King Hussein said 
on Wednesday that European role 
is crucial for efforts for peace in 
the Middle East and urged Europe 
to continue to contribute to toe 
peace process regardless of fru- 
stration and discouragement that 
might encounter such efforts. 

The King, in a speech he del- 
ivered at toe British Royal College 
for Defence Studies, also rejected 
contentions that the Middle East 
peace process was dead. “We are 
merely in a state of reflection, con- 
templating carefully our next step 
along toe path of peace," the King 
said. 

In his speech, toe King also cal- 
led for continued efforts to end die 
almost six-year-old Iran-Iraq war. 
The continuing conflict, the King 


said. ‘‘poses a serious threat to the 
stability of all the Arab states in 
the Gulf. Their people and vital 
resources are being exposed to 
ever-increasing dangers.” 

“It is only a matter of time bef- 
ore the West — particularly Eur- 
ope, which is heavily dependent 
on oil as a source of energy —will 
also pay toe price." the King said. 

The King briefly reviewed the 
evolution of the Palestinian pro- 
blem over the years and described 
as milestones United Nations Sec- 
urity Council Resolutions 242 and 
338, the Rabat resolution of 1974 
recognising toe PLO as the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Pales tinian people, toe European 
Community’s (EC) Venice Dec- 
laration of 1980 and toe 1982 
Arab peace plan adopted in Fez.

The lists 
were agreed on by a joint 
Jordanian -Syrian committee 
which held its last meeting in 
Amman in March. 

Reagan 
approves 
AWAGS 
delivery to 
S. Arabia 

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Ronald Reagan was to 
tell Congress on Wednesday that 
Saudi Arabia has met conditions 
for purchasing five advanced 
radar planes and delivery of toe 
aircraft should proceed, White 
House spokesman Larry Speakes 
said. 

The formal written certification 
was required by Congress as a 
condition for delivery of the 
planes when they were sold to the 
kingdom in 1981. 

Mr. Reagan will certify that 
Saudi Arabia has substantially 
aided toe Middle East peace 
process and that “the technology 
will be safe with the Saudis," 
Speakes said. 

The certification was demanded 
by Congress as a condition for 
allowing the !&83>tallion sale of 
the five Airborne Warning and 
Control System (AWACS) 
planes, which contain highly 
sophisticated equipment and 
provide advanced intelligence 
information. 

The certification was also 
expected to contain assurances 
that the information gathered by 
the planes would be shared with 
the United States and not used 
against Israel. 

Many opponents of Mr. 
Reagan's policy of arms sales to 
Arab states predicted last month 
that attempts would be made to 
block the expected June delivery 
of the planes. 

But stopping the sale would 
mean Congress would have to pass 
a resolution refusing to accept Mr. 
Reagan’s certification.

A ministry spokesman said that

Jordan and 
Syria begin 
new banking 
procedures

AMMAN — The Central Bank of 
Jordan and toe Syrian Central 
Bank have embarked on new 
banking arrangements to cover 
trade exchange between toe two 
countries in implementation of an 
agreement on bilateral economic 
cooperation signed in 1975. 

The arrangements were agreed 
on during toe Jordanian-Syriau 
Joint Committee meeting which 
was held in Amman in March 
1986. 

According to the new 
arrangements, toe Syrian Central 
Bank in Damascus will' open a 
special account in its registers in 
the Jordanian dinar and under the 
name of the Central Bank of 
Jordan. The Syrian bank will 
register under this special account 
all trade transactions conducted 
with Jordan within the framework 
of the Jordanian-Syrian trade 
agreement, and a similar 
arrangement will be carried out at 
toe Central Bank of Jordan.

Iraq reports attacking 
6 Iranian oil stations 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Squadrons 
of Iraqi warplanes struck 
simultaneously .at six oil 
installations in Iran on 
Wednesday, setting the facilities 
ablaze, a military spokesman said. 

One Iraqi jet fighter was lost 
and crashed inside Iranian 
territory, said the spokesman on 
Baghdad Radio. Iraq held Iranian 
authorities responsible for toe 
safety of toe pilot, be said without 
elaborating. 1 

Formations of Iraqi jet fighters 
raided the “ Ahwaz oilfield No. 2” 
at 2:20 p.m. while other 
squadrons struck at the oil 
pumping station of Ghura in 
western Iran, said the spokesman. 

- Jets blasted toe Marun pumping 
station, 60 kilometres south of the 
Iranian southwestern city of 
Ahwaz, while others bombed 
insulators at the Karang station, ' 
135 kilometres southeast of 
Ahwaz. 

The spokesman said Iraqi 
warplanes also struck at Bibi 
Halrimeh pumping station further 
south and the nearby Gach, Saran 
pumping station and insulators. 

Bibi Hakimeh is 80 kilometres 
northeast of Iran’s main Kharg 
island oil terminal, which Iraqi 
warplanes attacked twice this 
week. 

“The Iraqi fighter jets 
destroyed toe Iranian oil facilities 
and left clouds of smoke, 
explosions erupted and tongues of 
blaze billowing,” said the 


spokesman. 

The raids were the first 
concentrated Iraqi air assault on 
Iranian ofl installations since early 
May when Iraqi warplanes staged 
almost daily attacks on 
installations in toe Ahwaz region 
and .elsewhere, including the 
Marun and Ghura stations. 

Iraqi warplanes also went to 
Tehran, Iran’s capital, for the first 
time in 10 months on May 7, 
raiding a refinery outside toe city. 

Iran meanwhile claimed Iranian 
forces captured several strategic 
positions and killed or wounded 
150 Iraqi soldiers in an overnight 
attack near toe Majnoon Islands 
in the southern battlefront. 

“Iran’s official Islamic Republic 
News- Agency (IRNA), said the 
Iranians also captured II Iraqis 
during the attack that was backed' 
by heavy artillery barrages. 

The oil-rich Majnoon Islands 
are in the Huweizeh marshes 100 
kilometres north of .toe southern 
Iraqi port city of Basra. 

Iraq on Tuesday said that 
Iranian artillery gunners shelled 
three civilian-populated Iraqi 
border regions, killing one person 
and wounding 13 others, including 
six children. 

A war communique, broadcast 
on Baghdad Radio, said toatshells 
hit the border areas of Tawfleh in 
the north, suburbs of toe town of 
Khanaqin in' the central sector of 
the warfront, and the Abu Kha«rih 
region east of Basra. .

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Protesters disrupt opening day 
of Achille Lauro hijack trial 


GENOA, Italy (Agencies) — Pandemonium broke 
out on the first day of the trial of three alleged, 
hijackers of the Achille Lauro liner and 12 alleged- 
accomplices when a small group of Palestinian 
sympathisers staged a noisy protest in the 
courtroom. 


Four young people iden tifieibiy 
police as West Germans, stood up 
m the public gallery about two 
hours alter the hearing opened, 
and made a denched fist salute, 
while one of them, a woman, 
began to read a statement in 
En glish . 

All of the protesters were, 
forced violently to the ground by 
plain dotbes security guards and 
paramilitary Carabinieri Police 
and carried screaming and lucking 
out of the courtroom. 

■ Police said the president of the 
court would decide if any charges 
should be brought against them. 

The woman yelled “comrades, 
we are here to express our 
solidarity with the Palestine 
revolution." She screamed 
" Pales tma” as she was bundled 
out of the courtroom. 


The court adjourned shortly 
afterwards to consider a series of 
objections by defending lawyers. 

Military helicopters circled 
overhead as police searched 
reporters and members of the 
public before the trial opened in 
this port city from where the liner 
began its Ul-fated cruise. 

The three alleged, hijackers, 
Magied A1 Molqi, 23, Ibrahim 
Abdul Latif, 22, Ahmad A1 
Assadi, 24, and two alleged 
accomplices, Mohammad Abbas, 
24, and Said Gandura, 37. were 
led into defendants’ cages minutes 
before court president Lino 
Monteverde declared the hearing- 
open. 

Mr. Monteverde said a Greek 
citizen. Floras Petros, had been 
added to the list of defendants on 
charges of complicity in the 


hijacking. 

But court officials said one of 
the Palestinians originally accused 
of involvement, Yousef Ismail, 
had been struck off the charge 
sheet because of lack of evidence. 

Ten of the defendants, 
including Palestinian commandos 
leader Abu Abbas, accused of 
masterminding the hijack, and 
Petros, are being tried in their 
absence. 

After the court had sworn in a 
panel of 1 2 jurors, several lawyers 
representing those who suffered 
from the hijacking filed civil 
damage suits against the 
defendants. 

Among them was a lawyer 
representing Lisa Klinghoffer, 
daughter of Leon Klinghoffer, an 
elderly disabled American who 
died during the hijack, and 
another representing the owners 
of the liner. 

The Achille Lauro was hijacked 
by four commandos off the 
Egyptian coast on Oct. 7 and its 
passengers and crew were held 
hostage for two days before the 
hijackers surrendered to Egyptian 
authorities at Fort Said. 


Mohammad Abbas, cousin of 
Abu Abbas, and the alleged 
hijackers were sentenced by a 
Genoa court last November cn 
prehminary charges of illegal arms 
possession. 

A helicopter of die paramilitary 
police circled over the courthouse, 
and the public, nearly all of them 
journalists, underwent metal 
detector searches and their bags 
X-rayed when they entered. 

Six hundred police and 
paramilitary forces were assigned 
to the outside and inside ofthe 
courtroom. 

Not partof this trial is the fourth 
alleged hijacker, Bassam AI 
Ashker. Because he was 17 years 
old when the ship was seized, he 
will be tried later by a juvenile 
court. 

Judge Monteverde told the 
court that after the defendants 
testify, he will rule on a defence 
request to call as a witness Foreign 
Minister Giulio Andreotti, 
presumably to testify about 
reports that Italy gave guarantees 
for the hijackers in return for the 
release of the hostages. 


Iranian aides start tour of 9 countries 


TEHRAN <R) — Foreign 
Minister Ali Akbar Velayati left 
Wednesday for Nicaigua, Cuba 
and Czechoslovakia to press Iran’s 
causes ahead of the next, 
non-aligned summit and OPEC' 
meetings, the National News 
Agency IRNA reported. 

Officials from his minis try were 
visiting six other countries in 
s imiiiar missions. 

Diplomats say Iranian officials’ 
mam concern on overseas visits is 
to secure support in the Gulf war 
against Iraq and to persuade oil 
producers to follow an 
internationally agreed structure of 


lower production and higher 
prices. 

The Non-Aligned Movement 
s umm it will be in Zimbabwe in 
two month’s time and the 
organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
meets next month in Yugoslavia. 

“Nicaragua and Cuba play a 
vital role in the Non-Aligned 
Movement, therefore it is 
important to exchange views with 
officials of these countries... issues 
of mutual interest and bilateral 
relations will be discussed,” Mr. 
Velayati said. 

Nicaraguan Information 


Minister Manuel Espinoza visited 
Tehran last December in the latest 
of many visits between the two 
revolutionary governments that 
both came to power in 197 9. 

Iran's trade is minimal, 
however ,wilh both Nicaragua and 
Cuba. 

IRNA said Mr. Velayati. 
accompanied by a 
politico-economic delegation, 
would stop in Czechoslovakia on 
his way home to return a visit to 
Tehran by his counterpart last 
year. Trade runs at about S200 
.million a year between the two 
countries.

The official said the PLO also 
maintains training bases and 
propaganda offices in Nicaragua. 

Sh amir also said that 100'

Israeli MPs 
urge probe 
into Zamir

TEL AVIV (R) —Two right-wing 
Israeli parliamentarians have cal- 
led for police probes into sta- 
tements by former Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir which 
they say revealed state secrets to 
the press, judicial sources say. 

Michael Eitan and Ehud Olm- 
ert of the Likud Bloc filed sep- 
arate complaints to the police and 
to Zamir’s successor, Yosef Har- 
ish, Tuesday alleging that Zamir 
revealed security secrets when 
briefing newsmen this week about 
the 1984 killing of two Arab gue- 
rrillas captured after a bus hij- 
acking. 

At his farewell briefing, Zamir 
told reporters he believed that the 
chief of the Shin Bet internal sec- 
urity service, Avraham Shalom, 
ordered, his men to beat the two 
guenfl^to'death-. ... . 


Bahrain, 
Qatar ties 
still sour 

BAHRAIN (R) — A territorial 
row between Gulf neighbours 
Bahrain and Qatar still rankles, 
although a military confrontation 
has been averted by mediation 
from Saudi Arabia, diplomatic 
sources said Wednesday. 

They said a Qatari troop 
with drawl from the disputed 
offshore reef of Fasht Al Dibal 
this month reduced tension but 
left relations strained and the row 
unresolved. 

• “It’s not over. The withdrawal 
of troops is just a palliative," said 
one Arab diplomat. 

The ' long-simmering dispute 
flared on April 26 when Qatari 
helicopters landed troops on the 
reef and seized 30 foreign workers 
building a coast guard station for 
Bahrain. 

Bahrain promptly reinforced 
another disputed area, Hawar 
Island, less than a mile off the 
coast of Qatar. 

The hostage workers were freed 
after 17 days as Saudi monarch 
King Fahd sought to reondle the 
two emirates — both members of 
the Gulf Cooperation Council 
along with Saudi Arabia. 

Under the Saudi peace plan, 
Bahrain pulled back the 
reinforcements from Hawar as 
Qatar withdrew from the reef. 

The Qatari pullout generated 
some controversy, however. 

Bahrain’s English language 
daily newspaper, the Gulf Dany 
News, said this week the Qataris 
demolished everything on the 
reef, causing more than S5 million 
worth of damage. 

Executives of the Dutch group 
Ballast Nedham, which was 
carrying out the construction work 
for Bahrain, told Reuters that 
report was grossly exaggerated. 

They agreed some equipment 
had been damaged but declined to 
give details. 

Qatari sources in Doha said the 
partly-built installations were 
demanded before the troops 
finally left last Sunday. 

The reef is IS miles from 
Bahrain and 12 miles from Qatar. 

Saudi Defence Minister Prince 
Sultan Ibn Abdul Aziz hailed the 
mutual troop pullouts, saying: 
“This achievement is a genuine 
expression of cooperation to 
consolidate detente within 1 the 
Gulf family.” 


Bourguiba tightens grip 
before party congress 


TUNIS (R) — Tunisian President 
Habfo Booiguiba, following up a 
string of government changes 
earlier this year, has now 
tightened his grp on the reins of 
his ruling party’s leadership ahead 
of the 12th congress starting 
Thursday. 

The 82-year-old president says 
he wili personally check the 
credentials of every member of the 
Central Committee and political 
bureau of his Destomian Socialist 
Party (PSD) as part of a 
continuing anti-corruption drive. 

The election of a new Central 
Committee, which at present has 
80 members, is one of the tasks of 
the three-day congress which will 
lay down party policy for the next 
five years in key areas such as the 
economy. 

Following the government 
changes, the official PSD press has 


strongly denied what it called 
persistent rumours that Prime 
Minister Mohammad Mzali would 
lose the job of PSD secretary- 
general. 

Mr. Mzali has already lost tire 
Interior Ministry portfolio and 
some of his closest associates have 
been dismissed in the cabinet 
reshuffles. But, as prime minister, 
he is still Mr. Bourguiba’ s 
constitutional successor. 

Mr. Mzali is to give a keynote 
speech to die 1,120 delegates in 
which he will sum up events since 
the last congress in April, 1981. 
During that time, the PSD’s 
political monopoly has ended with 
the official recognition of three 
ojmwatitm parties. 

The meeting is also due to 
examine draft resolutions by six 
committees on subjects including 
party organisation and economic 
policies under the 1987-1991 
plan. 

Diplomat said there appeared 
to be no significant fresh 
initiatives in the drafts. 

The economy, , for which the 
government has announced a 
programme aimed at boosting 
exports and conserving foreign 
c urr ency, is a critical factor as 
Tunisia is suffering from the fall in 
the price of oil, its mam foreign 
currency earner. 

On party organisation, Mr. 
Bouigniba declared at a PSD 
Central Committee meeting at the 
weekend that he would personally 
vet the integrity and supervise the- 
•choice., of each- member of the 


committee and the political 
bureau, the PSD Weekly 
Dialogue said. 

Mr. Bourguiba, who has led his 
party for more than half a centray 
since its foundation in 1934, said: 
"The state win be on the look-out 
for anyone abusing public funds 
and foe nation’s wealth. I shall be 
uosweinng on ths and will reject 
■any intervention or special 
pleading” 

A number of prominent 
businessmen, including a 
son-in-law of the president’s wife, 
Wassfia, have been jailed an 
fraud-related charges since the 
latest anti-corr up tion drive began 
late last year. 

To prepare lor the congress of 
the PSD, which says its 
membership has nearly doubled to 
920(000 since 1981, more than 
■230 committees have presented 
proposals to the six main 
committees.

Transport Minister proposes 
changes in taxi and bus fares

AMMAN — A recent decision by 
the Ministry of Transport to 
increase taxi tariffs was regarded 
by taxi drivers and owners as a 
“significant” move, but they 
hoped the ministry would do more 
to improve their situation. 

Taxi drivers interviewed by the 
Jordan Times over the past week 
welcomed the increase in .taxi 
rates although, they said, it did not 
live up to their expectations. The 
increase was announced last week 
by Minister of Transport Raja’i 
Dajani, who also revealed new 
fores for certain bus lines. The 
ahport taxi fees were excluded. 

According to the new taxi tariff, 
the meter wffl still begin at 150 fils, 
but 10 fils will be charged for 
every 110 metres instead of every 
118 metres as at present. Waiting 
charges were fixed at 10 fils for 
every 48 seconds. The new fees 
will be effective upon 
endorsement by the cabinet 

According to the decision, taxi 
meters must be turned on at the 
location where a client boards the 


taxi. 

The minister also fixed rates for 
minibuses running between Zarqa 
and foe Intermediate University 
College in Amman at 130 fils per 
person. The fare for foe bus 
between the college and the 
University of Jordan was set at 60 
fils. 

Taxi drivers interviewed by foe 
Jordan Times expressed hope that 
the government would take a 
further step to reduce prices of ofl 
derivatives in light of foiling world 
oil prices. 

“The taxi tariff is more or less 
fair for both drivers and the public 
but all we need is reducing oil 
prices in the market” said Ahmad 
Abdul lat, owner of a taxi office. 

Taxi driver Yasser Al Absi said 
the new increase is nominal and, 
be added, oil prices should be 
reduced in light of the dramatic 
drop in international oil prices. 

Driver Ahmad Abdullah told 
foe Jordan Times the new fores 
are not likely to make a difference 
for taxi drivers. “I hope die 
government would do more to 
help tip a balance to the favour of 
taxi drivers in foe near future,' 
said Mr. Abdullah.

Jordan and Indonesia 
sign trade agreement

AMMAN — Jordan and Indonesia signed on 
Wednesday a trade protocol in implementation of a 
bilateral economic pact which is expected to expand 
the volume of trade exchange between the two 
countries. 


Minister of Industry, Trade and 
Supply Rajai Muasher and his 
Indonesian counterpart Mr. 
Hartarto signed the protocol, 
which implements a previously 
signed agreement on trade and 
economic protocol. The 
agreement was arranged and 
signed during His Majesty King 
Hussein's visit to Indonesia in 
April. 

According to foe Indonesian 
minister, the protocol will 
e nhan ce trade exchange between 
the two countries as well as 
promote other scopes of 
cooperation including tourism and 
transportation in a later stage. 

Under foe agreement, Jordan's 
exports to Indonesia, which are 
estimated at b30 million per 
annum, will increase steadily 


along with a rise in Indonesian 
exports to the Kingdom, which 
currently reach approximately 
i20 millio n annually, foe minister 
told foe Jordan Times. 

He said that Indonesia and 
Jordan will diversify items of trade 
exchange to include foe private 
sectors in both countries. 

Jordan's exports to Indonesia, 
which started in foe late 70s, 
mainly comprise rock phosphate 
and potafo, the raw materials of 
the fertilisers industries. 

The range of Indonesian 
products sold to Jordan include 
meat, garments, plywood, sawn 
timber, canned food. Hardware 
industries were not included in foe 
agreement bat the minis ter said 
that prospects for exporting 
civilian passenger planes were 


under discussion by a special 
committee. 

Mr. Hartarto attended on 
Wednesday the joint 
Jordanian-Indonesian meeting on 
bolstering economic cooperation 
which began its talks earlier in the 
week. 

Both Dr. Muasher and Mr. 
Hartarto agreed in principle to set 
up joint ventures, exchange 
technical expertise and to initiate 
regular air and sea routes between 
foe two countries. 

Deputy Prime Minister and 
Minister of Education Abdul 
Wahab AJ Majali also received the 
Indonesian minister and 
with him means of boosting 
bilateral industrial cooperation, 
according to the Jordanian News 
Agency, Petra. The meeting was 
attended by Dr. Muahser, 
Indonesian Ministry of Industry 
Under Secretary Sotion 
Ardjanggi and Indonesia’s 
Ambassador to Jordan Zainal 
Yasni. 

The Indonesian minister is due 
to visit Aqaba on Thursday before 
leaving for West Germany on 
Friday. 


Alia, Emirates continue efforts to 
reach commercial cooperation pact

AMMAN — Civil Aviation 
Authority (CAA) Director 
General Khaled Mohammad Ali 
said Wednesday that Alia, foe 
Royal Jordanian Airline, and 
Emirates, foe new airline owned 
by foe government of Dubai, have 
not yet agreed on the terms for 
commercial cooperation between 
foe two companies. 

"Negotiations between Alia 
and Emirates are continuing," Mr. 
Ali said. “But despite optimism on 
both sides, so far nothing 
happened to indicate the 
imminence of an agreement.” 

Emirates suspended its flights 
to Jordan after authorities here 
denied landing permission to its 
flight 901 on June 9. Alia said it 
had Informed Emirates that its 
clearance to land at foe Queen 
Alia International Airport was 
suspended four days before foe 
incident. The flight, carrying more 
than 50 passengers, was told to 
turn back for Dubai while it was 
requesting permission to land at 
Queen Alia International Airport. 

Aha Marketing Vice President 
Akel Bultaji said Emirates' 
clearances were suspended 


pending the ratification of a 
commercial agreement between 
foe two airlines. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times, Mr. Ali said Alia has just 
presented Emirates with “new 
proposals and recommendations 
that define and organise scopes of 
cooperation between the two 
companies.” He said that civil 
aviation authorities in both 
countries were in touch on foe 
subject with foe hope of reaching 
an agreement that secures the 
interest of both sides. 

Mr. Ali stressed that Emirates 
will not be allowed to fly to Jordan 
until a full agreement is reached. 

“Until a comprehensive 
agreement is reached between foe 
two sides, foe issue of operations 
will remain bound to that 
agreement,” Mr. Ali said. 

A senior Alia official who asked 
not to be named told the Jordan 
Tiroes recently that Emirates 
started operating before reaching 
an agreement with Alla on many 
important points, such as airport 
facilities, ticketing and other 
commercial aspects of 
cooperation. 

A delegation representing 
Emirates, headed by foe airline's 


director general, returned to 
Dubai Sunday after spending five 
days here and meeting with senior 
Alia executives. 

Mr. Bultaji said that following 
foe negotiations, Alia presented a 
set of proposals on the accepted 
framework for commercial 
cooperation between the two 
airlines. 

“Now the ball is in their court.” 
Mr. Bultaji said in a telephone 
interview. 

Sources dose to Emirates said 
the airline's delegation will discuss 
foe Alia proposals with the Dubai 
Civil Aviation Department, which 
in turn will either respond to Alia 
or start further negotiations. 

The sources said one of foe 
proposals made by Alia was that 
Emirates reduce the frequency of 
its fights to Jordan from four to 
one flight a week- The sources said 
Emirates wifl find it difficult to 
accept such a condition. 

Aviation cirdes here said that if 
no agreement was reached 
between the two airlines. Aha 
would have to suspend hs flights to 
Dubai Airport and perhaps 
replace them with flights to 
Sharjah Airport in foe UAE. AJh 
officials would not confirm or 
comment on this possibility. 


Cabinet approves measures on trade,—

AMMAN (J.T.) — The cabinet 
has set up a special tender 
committee to study bids by

In Geneva, the diairman of the 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU), Senegalese President 
Abdou Diouf, called on 
multinational companies to help 
bring down apartheid by 
suspending investments in South 
Africa. ' 

He also appealed to the world’s 
workers to unite foe support of 
people subjected to Pretoria’s 
white minority ride. 

Mr; Diouf told the annual 
meeting of the 150-nation 


International Labour- 
Organisation (ILO) that 
conditions for black workers in 
South Africa were marked by 
• flagrant huiqan,-ri^«sn«5lations 
wholly consistent with that 
country’s racial segregation laws. 
“Apartheid and labour in Sooth 
Africa are inseparably linked,” 
the Senegalese leader said. 

In London, the British 
government rejected a call to cut 
diplomatic ties with South Africa 
but foe head of a delegation 
requesting foe break said foe 
government was being forced 
towards some form of. fresh 
pressure. 

The delegation, from the British 


Anti- Apartheid Movement, 
called , on Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe and urged his 
government to show its 
disapproval of Pretoria’s policy of 
apartheid through economic 
carerinnc and a diplomatic break. 

The movement’s president. 
Archbishop Trevor Huddlestone, 
told reporters afterwards that the 
government had rejected the 
requests and restated its policy, 
which, views sanctions as 
ineffective, but he added: 

“I did get foe impression that 
they are bemg forced back. They 
are being forced back to consider 
some measures.” 

Meanwhile, several hundred 


black workers at supermarkets in 
Johannesburg staged strikes on 
Wednesday to protest detention 
of uninn leaders under the state of 
emergency, supermarket 
executives and union sources 
reported. 

Three more blacks were slain, 
including two foot by police firing 
at rioters and one burned to death 
apparently by other blacks, foe 
government said. 

At the United Nations, a 
proposal for selective economic 
measures against South Africa 
was submitted to the Security 
Council on Tuesday in terms 
similar to those vetoed last month 
by the United States and Britain. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — An official 
Jordanian delegation which 
visited countries at the Gulf 
Cboperation Council (GCC) in 
April has received promises from 
officials in the Gulf states that 
everything possible will be done to 
keep Jordanian workers and to 
offer employment to other 
Jordanians in foe fields of health 
and education, accor ding to 
Ministry of Labour 
Under-Secretary Saleh Al 
Khasawneh. 

Dr. Khasawneh was referring to 
a tour of foe Gulf states by a 
delegation led by Labour Minister 
Khaled Al Haj Hassan during 
which he met with government 
officials and Jor danian e xpatriates 
to discuss work conditions and foe 
preparations for the second 
Jordanian Expatriates

during the months of July and

discount to expatriates visiting 
Jordan daring the summer and 
instructiorj; have been issued to 
embassies abroad for facilitating 
the procedures for expatriates to 
return to Jordan, Dr. Khasawneh 
said.

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Democracy a la Cranston 

DURING the recent fight in the U.S. Congress over the sale of 
defensive missiles to Saudi Arabia, Senator Alan Cranston and other 

opponents of the sale contmnaUy asked “What has Saudi Arabia done 

to promote the Middle East peace process?” In addition to describhig 
the Saadi Kingdom’s many but largely nnsung efforts to promote 
peace and stability in this region, the best answer to this question 
would be to challenge Mr. Cranston to name a single m e aning fa J move 

towards peace made by the Jewish state in recent years. Was it the 
annexation of the Golan Heights? The bombing of the Iraqi reactor? 
The mvaston of Lebanon? Or, perhaps, the bombing ofTuuis? Maybe 
VJr. Cranston will forgive us for interpreting these “moves for peace” 
as something fundamentally different. 

And now from South Africa comes new evidence that we can expect 
little else from “democratic” Israel In the coming years. For recent 
developments in the apartheid state, considered In light of the many 
parallels between Israel and Sooth Africa, would seem to indicate that 
should some future leader of the Jewish state decide to actively pursue 
peace with his Arab neighbours be would be unable to do so, and it is 
precisely Israel’s “democracy” that will stand in his way. 

Pretoria's escalation of aggression against its neighbours and 
re-imposition of a state of emergency came hard on the heels of mild 
reforms initiated by President P.W. Botha in order to demonstrate to 
the international community that there was still a ghmmerof hope in 
the “constructive engagement” polities championed ' by U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan. As might have been expected, changes sncfa 
as the elimination of the pass laws and toe lifting of restrictions on 
mixed marriage, innocuous as they were in themselves, drew a fierce 
reaction from toe right wing of South Africa’s political spectrum. 
What happened next shows that toe power of extrembm in a 
democracy is perhaps greatest when extremist forces exhibit a 
willingness to wreck democratic processes in order to achieve then- 
goals. This seeming paradox was manifested when neo-Nazi 
Afrikaners broke up government rallies, thus humiliating President 
Botha and threatening hk control ova* toe National Party, which had 
long been a united stronghold of Afrikaners. Mr. Botha then faced a 
stark choice between gradual reform within the framework of 
‘-constructive engagement” or the survival of white democracy in 
Sooth Africa, for the deep split over reform within the Afrikaners 
threatened nothing less than civil war among the whites. To make sore 
the centre would hold, then, it became necessary to shift toe centre to 
tbe right. This Mr. Botha tod, first by attacking Zambia, Zimbabwe 
and Botswana, and later fay dedaring a nxiewed state of emergency 
'■* and vowsog ttf 'crush the African National Congress (ANQ resistance 
movement. i-r -■*!.: ■ 

One last pomt is worth noting about this process. In the days before 
Pretoria carried out raids on its three neighbours, the 
Commonwealth's Eminent Persons Group had reported unexpected 
progress in its efforts to arrange a truce between the Sooth African 
government and the ANC. A chance for peace may have been in the 
offing, but Mr. Botha could not Cake that chance because of pressure 
from extremists who simply do not want change, peareftal or 
otherwise. 

A parallel situation exists today in Israel, where Jewish settlers in 
the occupied West Bank have already served notice that they would 
consider illegitimate any government which ordered them to abandon 
their new “homes,” where toe Likud was forced to adjourn its 
convention last spring after disagreements among party members 
erupted in tasdst-Hke violence, and where Knesset Member Rabbi 
Meir Kahane openly declares that Israel cannot survive as a 
democratic stale. As a result not only can the coalition government 
under Shimon Peres not make any concessions for peace, it cannot 
even consolidate the peace it does have with Egypt by agreeing on a 
formula for tbe resolution of tbe Taba dispute. Mr. Peres knows that 
should he demonstrate any “weakness,” such good democrats as 
Ariel Sharon and Meir Kahane would be waiting in the wings to take 
power by means fair or foul. 

The rather ominous conclusion to be drawn from aO this is that 
there simply may be no room for tbe emergence of an Arab-Israeli 
peace within the framework of Israefi-style democracy. We wonder 
what Mr. Cranston has to say about this possibility.

Quiet diplomacy revives U.S. interest in Mideast conflicts 


SAN. FRANCISCO — Even 
here cm foe West Coast of the 
United States, I know there is 
currently a lot of secret dip- 
lomacy going on in and about 
the Middle East. I know it as I 
fill up the gtsoline tank of my 
car and see that foe price of 
gasoline has started going up 
again. 

I also sense it when I read foe 
financial columns of foe new- 
spapers and note that foe dollar 
has stopped falling. And when 
a financial expert tells me that 
interest rates in foe United Sta- 
tes are, in his view, going to go 
up again, then 1 realise once 
again bow interconnected oQ 
prices, dollar values, and int- 
erest rates are. And all three 
are linked in several significant 
respects to foe Middle East and 
most directly to Saudi Arabia. 
And 1 say to myself; foe Arabs 
are, after alL not without 
power on the world scene. 

The newspapers give me 
more indications of secret dip- 


lomacy. I am delighted to read 
that Kmg Hussein has come to 
the United States to attend foe 
graduations of his twin dau- 
ghters, and that he has once 
again met with our president. 
And that he talked with Pre- 
sident Mitterrand of France on 
his way and Prime Minister 
Thatcher on his return. I also 
have read that France has dec- 
ided to weaken its ties to the 
Iranian resistance movement 
led by Mas’ud Rajawi and that 
he and one thousand of bis fol- 
lowers have moved to Iraq. I 
know that there has been int- 
ensive talking between Syria 
and France seeking foe release 
of nine French hostages in 
Lebanon. 

I also have seen on television 
foe reports of foe dose vote in 
foe American Senate over 
arms sales to Saudi Arabia, and 
that President Reagan pre- 
vailed. Why is foe arms sales so 
important? Not for military but 
for political reasons. There still 


is a powerful faction within foe 
United Stales government that 
considers it vital that foe Uni- 
ted States maintain its Knlre to 
foe Arab World. Such a pos- 
ition appears to be stronger, 
cuirentry,in the Defence Dep- 
artment than in foe Stare Dep- 
artment. Secretary of State 
Shultz has shown himself to 
be strongly leaning towards- 
Israel. He has shown rel- 
uctance to go to foe Middle 
East where be would have to 
visit Arab (capitals. And while it 
was under Shultz that U.S. rel- 
ations with Iraq were resumed, 
Shultz himself shows no great 
interest in those ties. 

A book of mine on the for- 
eign policy of foe Nixon period 
is justaboutto appear in print. 
I am reminded that Shultz -was 
an official in the Nixon adm- 
inistration, and that it was 
Nixon who evolved a very 
complex US. policy towards 
the Middle East which inv- 
olved, among other things, an 


intricate link between Iran 
(then still ruled by foe Shah) 
and IsraeL I wonder m my 
mfod whether it has been 
Shultz who has been foe chief 
factor in distancing foe US. 
from foe Arab World during 
die period from last antomo. 
And that he. Eke Mitterrand 
and Chirac, may, once again, 
be seeking some impro v e ment 
ef ties with Iran. 

Yet there is strong opp- 
osition to Shultz 1 policies wit- 
hin the content Reagan adm- 
inistration. The resignation of 
former National Security Cou- 
ncil director McFariane was an 
indication of such dis- 
agreements.

American media, scholars distort Arab history too 


On March 12. I V86 a one-hour special television programme entitled 
" Jerusalem " was aired on PBS in the United States by the National 
Geographic Society. A group of students and professors from Geo- 
rgetown University's Centre for Contemporary Arab Studies have 
charged that the programme seriously distorted both the history and 
the current situation in Jerusalem. The following letter, which outlines 
the nature of these distortions . was sent to the president of the National 
Geographic Society on March 27. 


Dear Mr. Grosvenor: 

WE are students and scholars of 
the Middle East concerned about 
the distortions in your programme 
"Jerusalem” which was aired on 
March 12, 1986 on PBS. We are 
especially concerned since these 
distortions were presented to the 
public under the aegis of the Nat- 


has a reputation for high standards 
and objectivity. For this reason we 
want to share with you our com- 
ments on significant aspects of 
Jerusalem's history which were 
omitted from foe programme. The 
net effect of these omissions was a 
biased reconstruction of history. 
Our comments are summarised in 
foe following points: 

1 . In this programme the history 
of foe inhabitants of foe Old Qty 
of Jerusalem is said to have begun 
with the advent of King David 
3000 years ago. This peglects-the. 
pre- Judaic hstoiy of foe extydes- 
pite its significance. Jerusalem was 
founded by Canaanites nearly 
4000 years ago. Since then it has 
known many watershed dates ass- 
ociated with the co ming s and goi- 
ngs of different peoples, religions, 
and regimes. By arbitrarily cho- 
osing to begin this history with the 
coming of the Israelites, the pro- 
gramme projected to its aud ience 
a framework of history favoured 
by Israel because it serves as rare 
of the justifications for its current 
occupation of the city. • 

2. Throughout the remainderof 
foe programme historical ref- 
erence to the indigenous occ- 
upants of Jerusalem was neg- 
lected. In this very simplified por- 
trayal of history, it sounded as if 
the main occupants of Jerusalem 
after foe exodus of tire Israelites in 
70 A.D. were Byzantines who 


were then succeeded by an Arab 
population in 636 AT). The truth 
of die matter, however, is that an 
indigenous population tracing its 
roots hack to the Canaan ites inh- 
abited Jerusalem throughout all 
these historical periods. This pop- 
ulation was infhwnfipd by and int- 
ermixed with the various con- 
quering peoples. The Chr- 


whkh started from foe time of 
Christ, reached its culmination 
during foe Byzantine period. 
Among this early Christian pop- 
ulation were also Jewish converts 
to Christianity. After the Muslim 
conquest this population was gra- 
dually Arabised over a period of 
several centuries. During this per- 
iod most of the population con- 
verted from Christianity to Islam, 
while a significant portion rem- 
ained Christian. 

during foe Byzantine period.. 
Among, this early Christian pop- 
ulation were also Jewish converts 
to Christianity.

By giving pride of place to the 
Israelite portion of tire history of 
Jerusalem at the expense of other 
aspects of that history, the pro- 
gramme conveyed an incomplete 
and distorted picture. While Jer- 
usalem is important to those of foe 
Jewish faith, foe portrayal of their 
contribution to its history should 
not overshadow the significant 
contributions of other groups. The 
emotional attachment of the Jew- 
ish people to Jerusalem cannot 
negate foe fact that non-Jews have 
dominated the life of the city over 



afar longer period than have Jews 
and that the people with the kin- 
gen and most continuous his- 
torical ties w it h Jerusalem are the 
Arabised population. Tbe very 
architectural structure of^the Ola 
Qty demonstrates this reality. 

3. When discussing Christianity 
in Jerusalem foe pro g ramme did 
not talk about the largest Chr- 
istian' community m the ddy,'-foe 
Christian Arabs, many of whom' ' 
are Greek Orthodox. Instead-tire 
programme chose- to foeb^'otf'an* 
immigrant, presumably from Gre- 
ece, without a refere n ce to Arab 
priests and the mainly Arab con- 
gregation. By ignoring the Chr- 
istian Arabs of Jerusalem, tire 
programme ignored one of tire 
oldest Christian communities in 
the world and denied viewers an 
opportunity to learn about the 
composition of tire Arab pop- 
ulation of tire city. 

4. Tbe programme mentioned 
that during tire Jordanian rule of 
the Old Qty, the Jewish Quarter 
had been nearly destroyed. The 
dislocations in 1948 of foe Arabs 
who had been living in West Jer- 
usalem were not mentioned, nor 
were tire consequences of the Isr- 
aeli occupation in 1967. 

To quote an Israeli scholar, “the 


severe hostilities and political con- 
sequences of tiie 1948 war bro- 
ught about fundamental changes 
in Jerusalem. ... During and imm- 
ediately after the fighting a great 
exodus of both Jews and Arabs 
took place, each to their own side. 
The events of 1948 affected tire

in particular. Nearly hatfofthem 
had resided in tfaeVell-teMto wes- 
tern sub&tig of foe city; being dis- 
possessed! rof tSeSf pr ope rti e s in 
West Jerusalem, some sougbtief- 
nge in tire Old City in monasteries 
and mstitutions of their com- 
munities, but many fled els- 
ewhere.” (“Demographic Treads

In June 1967 the Israelis razed 
foe homes of hundreds of res- 
idents in foe Mjgfarabi Quarter of 
the Old City to dear a space aro^ 
und the Weston Wall. By Meron 
Benvenistf s own admission, the 
occupants were green only three 
hours in which to evacuate their 
homes. They had to- find tem- 
porary shelter “with relatives, in 
empty school buildings, or in aba- 
ndoned ruins in tiie Old City.”

5. The programme showed Mrs. 
I And commenting on die Israeli 
specialists hel pmg Muslim chi- 
ldren in tire Spafford Children’s 
Centre. While their work is lau- 
dable, it should be remembered in 
the overall' context of . tire. Israeli 
occup a tion which 'is responsible 
•for foe-recent, closure of foe Hos- 
pice Hospital, p revious ly aafrop- 
ortant provider of low-cost health 
care for tiie Arabs of the Old City . 
This is an example of how, by its 
one-sided selection of facts, tiie 
programme sanitised foe Israeli 
•occupation of Jerusalem. 

6. The programme’s theme was 
tire importance of Jerusalem as a 
place of pilgrimage and refuge. In 
fois ljght foe sufferings of the Jews 
and tire A rme nians vqere well- 
portrayed, but no mention was 
made of the many natives of Jer- 
usalem who have been exiled from 
then own city during tire past twe- 
nty years.

Socialists establish new political aristocracy in Spain

MADRID — In foe space of a 
decade. Spain's ruling Socialists 
have exchanged the clenched fists 
of clandestine opposition for the 
sober realities of power. 

The Socialists and their opp- 
onents are preparing for a general 
election on. Sunday. At foe last 
election in 1982, foe triumph of 
Socialist Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez ushered in a new gen- 
eration of political leaders and 
signalled a final break with the 
country’s Franco ist past. 

The landslide win gave the Soc- 
ialists 202 seats in foe 350-seat 
Cortes (lower house) against the 
main rightist opposition popular 
coalition’s 106. Opinion polls ind- 
icate Gonzalez mil win again on 
Sunday although be migh t lose his 
absolute majority. 

The new young leaders are 
known as the Generation of May 
’68. Students who braved tear gas 
and truncheons in the twilight of 
General Francisco Franco’s dic- 
tatorship. they now run the cou- 
ntry from plush offices and travel 
with police escorts. 

Although the ' Socialist Wor- 
kers' Party (PSOE) can claim a 
heritage more than a century old, 
the party created by a tightly-knit 
group which took over when Gon- 
zalez was elected secretary- 
general in 1974 is a far cry from 
tbe Marxist Party founded by 
Pablo Iglesias in 1879. 

“PSOE is a modern party in the 
sense of its absence of ideology, its 
emphasis on realism.” Jose Mig- 
uel Safinas, economy minister of; 
tbe regional government of And- 
alusia, told Reuters. 

“If we have learned anything in 
the fouryears in office, it is to shed 
a certain political naivete and to 
make fewer promises.” 


Although foe PSOE still refers 
to itself as a “workers’ party,” its 
cautious economic policies and 
emphasis on gradual social reform, 
reflect its largely middle-class 
membership, fearful of radical 
change. 

The vast majority of its 167,000 
members are aged between 35 and 
45 and became active on the left of 
Spanish politics only relatively 
recently. 

“ A card -carrying member dat- 
ing back to the last years of (Fra- 
nco) is considered a veteran in the 
PSOE ranks,” a Socialist pol- 
itician joked in Madrid. 

So many government eco- 
nomists are graduates from Oxf- 
ord, Harvard, Stanford and other 
English or American universities 
that it is said they prefer to con- 
duct their meetings in English. 

Under their tutelage, Spain has 
adopted tough monetary and fis- 
cal policies that have won foe app- 
roved of the Spanish business 
community. 

They have developed a good 
rapport with the Spanish eco-. 
nomk elite through such well- 
connected people as Mariano 
Rubio, governor of foe Bank of 
Spam, and former Finance Min- 
ister Miguel Boyer.

‘Smart bomb’ defects spur development of brilliant bomb’

WASHINGTON — In a move to 
boost U.S. capacity to wage mod- 
ern warfare, the Air Force is pre- 
ssing development of a new com- 
puterised “brilliant bomb” that 
seeks out its own target without 
; pilot guidance. 

Unlike laser-guided “smart 
bombs” used in the April 15 raid 
on Libya, when one U3. plane 
was downed, the Autonomous 
Guided Bomb (AGB) carries 
computer images of its targets that 
allow a pilot to unleash foe wea- 
pon from afar. 

Air Force offidals.told Reuters 
that high-speed tests of tire AGB 
will begin at Eglin Air Force base, 
Florida, in July. 

If congress provides hinds, foe 
Air Force hopes to begin final 
development of the 900~ 
kilogramme weapon by late 1987. 
. The AGB — dubbed “brilliant” 
by experts to signify its advance 
over “smart” weaponry available 
since the Vietnam War —could be 
released as far as 16 kilometres 


away from foe target. 

Tbe idea is to allow the pilot to 
retreat to safety while his bombs 
glide to their targets, using infra- 
red eyes and onboard computers 
to make changes in tireir course. 

“This one, they can 'launch and 
leave’,” says Air force Major 
General Robert Eaglet, adding 
that this advance would be worth 
tire projected 5100,000 a-bomb 
cost of AGB systems. 

One low-flying Air Force F- 1 1 1 
jet using laser-guided bombs was 
downed in a hail of anti-aircraft 
fire over Tripoli during foe low- 
level Libya raid. Its two crewmen 
were killed. 

Experts say tiie pilot had to get 
virtually on top of foe target and 
personally guide his bombs on a 
beam of light from tiie aircraft to 
the objective. 

Proponents of the “brilliant 
bomb” say the new weapons 
might have prevented that aircraft 
kiss. 

Opponents worry that tire AGB 
could stray off course just as some 
laser bombs did over Libya, where 
some civilian rites were hit acc- 


identally. 

In an interview. Eaglet called 
tire new bomb a major step for foe 
Air Force and Navy Air groups 
and said that, barring budget pro- 
blems, it could be in arsenals by 
foe early 1990s. 

“What it does is give you ind- 
ependent taxgettmg with a num- 
ber of bombs and at foe same time 
it reduces the exposure of air 
crews to ground fire,” said Eaglet, 
deputy commander for research at 
Egim’s armament division. 

“It also reduces significantly foe 
amount of training to keep air 
crews proficient compared to the 
training needed to guide laser 
bombs to their targets.'' 

While Congress has previously 
approved research Tttnds for the 
weapon, the Pentagon has not yet 
sought or received the go-ahead 
for frill development and pro- 
duction. 

There are still some questions, 
about AGB, including whether it 
can “see" well -enough through 
smoke to select and hit a. target. 
Smoke blocked some laser beams 


in tbe Libya raid. 

“It" (AGB) can see through 
smoke and light clouds,** said Eag- 
let, a former combat pilot in Vie- 
tnam. 

“It will be a better' weapon than 
the laser bomb, especially in terms 
of crew safety, and enabling it to 
seek any erf several pre-selected 
targets in its own memory be 
said. . 

Air Force officials say the bomb 
wffl “see" the target area through 
sensors, match the computer- 
enhanced scene with stored ima- 
ges and move its tail fins to change 
course during foe kmg glide to 
earth. 

That allows pilots to release 
them from a relatively safe dis- 
tance. 

Eaglet sad the bomb eventually 
could have a range greater 
than 16 kilometres rf powered by 
tiny rodeet qtotors. But that would 
put it in the'eategory erf a cruise 
mis^c and drive op the price sig-

Among other works of art from 
the ancient world, one object went 
through the roof — an Attic red- 
figure cup datable to about 480 
B.C., which has been attributed 
by a world authority on the sub- 
ject, J.D. Beazley, to a painter cal- 
led Do oris. Formerly owned by 
tiie late Professor Jakob Ros- 
enberg of Cambridge, Mas- 
sachusetts, it had long been on 
loan to the Fogg Art Museum. The 
distinguished Hellenist and Met- 
ropolitan Museum curator of 
Greek and Roman, art, Dietrich 
von Bothmer, who studied under

Peruvian women face immense 
problems. In a country where cru- 
shing poverty . is tiie norm, a 
woman has to earn extra money to 
supplement her husbands inc-.

society. I 

‘'Women are constantly badly 
treated in the poorer areas. It’s the 
only way that men seem to have to 
take but their frustrations,” Rosa 
Espinosa, leader of the woman's 
help group Centro de Mhjeres 
Mannela Ramos, told Reuters. 

Many of the disadvantages of 
Peruvian women sprmg from a 
lack of education, formal or social. 
Women in the rural areas bear an

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Forced to fend for themselves 
and often for children conceived 
before they were old enough to 
appreciate tire responsibilities, 
some turn to prostitution.

Even for those fortunate eno- 
ugh to have stable homes and fam- 
ilies, tiie greatest problem for 
urban Peruvian women is poverty.

TAIPEI — The Taiwan gov- 
ernment plans to promote its off-, 
shore fomess of Qu ooy as a tro- 
pical holiday i&land in order to off- 
set both the attention which dev- 
elopment in mainland Oi jna is 
receivmg and Taxwan’sawn image 
of belligerence. 

The new pitch represents a 
sharp divergence fiom past pra- 
ctices and it is tempting to view the 
move as a sign of a more relaxed 
attitude towards China. 

In May, for instance, officials of 
Taiwan’s CThina Airlines (CAL) 
tat down with their counterparts 
from the mainlan d’s Civil Avi- 
ation Authority (GAAC) to dis- 
cuss the retnro of a Taiwanese jet 
and its two crew 1 members which 
were hijacked to the mainland on 
May 3. Tlrat was the first Taiwan- 
sanctioned meeting between the 
two sides in decades.

lave. 

Indeed, he says, incidents these 
days axe few and most do not inv- 
olve military personnel. Occ~ 
asskmally, disputes take place 
between Quemoy and mainland- 
based fishing boats. “They’re try- 
ing us out,” the officer said with a 
smile. 

The garrison captures “one or 
two” mainland frogmen each 
month, usually on Qnemoy itself. 
After interrogating them, the 
Quemoy authorities take the fro- 
gmen halfway back to the mai- 
nland and let them swim home.

It also has had to submit to a 
host of rulings from foe Lux-' 
e mb t mty court, which ad jn d ica te s 
in cases involving compliance to 
the laws of the European- Com- 
munity (EC), since Britain joined 
foe EC in 1973. 

Government legal officials say 
the Luxettaourg oouxt has had a 
'radkal in^pact in Britan by ext- 
ending the frontiers of the Com- 


munity in Btrictiy imposing tiie 
prfodple that Community law is 
also the law of the land. 

Although Britain has used the 
Luxembourg court to its own adv- 
antage in quarrels on such matters 
as EC budgets and air fares, the 
oourfs ratings have taonght home 
to many Britons tiie reality of 
dimmished sovereignty that flows 
from EC membership. 

Marshall's and »«nti»w dis- 
crimination cases at Luxembourg 
have led to significant changes in 
Britan, revealing injustices in a 
society that once regarded itself as* 
tiie model of fair ptey. 

Britain -has aha been hauled 


before the Strasbourg European 
Court of Human Rights for all- 
eged sex discrimination. 

The court ruled last year that 
immigrant men had the same 
■rights to join their foreign-bom 
spouses in Britain as immigrant 
women, ending a practice which in 
these circumstances allowed in 
brides but kept out bridegrooms. 

They resulted in substantial 
changes in prison rules, a com- 
plete redrafting of mental health 
legislation, abandonment of int- 
errogation techniques, such as 
hooding, used on suspects in Nor- 
thern Ireland, and repeal of a law 
prohibiting homosexual relations 


between consenting male adults in 
Northern Ireland. 

Other rulings upheld the right 
of workers not to join trade uni- 
ons, gave parents the right to for- 
bid tire corporal punishment of 
their children and effectively out- 
lawed foe ancient punishment of 
birching cm tiie isle of man.

Cubans crack down on 
Farmers’ corruption

HAVANA — After a six-year 
experiment with free enterprise, 
Cuban President Fidel Castro has 
outlawed the country’s free far- 
mers’ markets, condemning them 
as corrupt and neocapitalist. 

The markets, where private 
farmers sold produce directly to 
the public, were set up in 1980 to 
make available more fruit, veg- 
etables and meat to Cubans. 

They became an oasis of private 
enterprise within Cuba, but from 
the beginning they were also the 
targets of complaints about ove- 
rpricing. 

According to Castro, the mar- 
kets represented tiie capitalistic 
ideology which is anathema to the 
revolution. 

The derision to shut them was 
announced on May 20, two days 
after 4,000 representatives of 
Cuba’s farm cooperatives meeting 
in Havana condemned them as a 
corrupting influence. 

Castro said in his closing speech 
to the meeting that his gov- 
ernment was prepared to wage a 
relentless war on what he called 
corrupt elements and neo- 
capitalists. 

“Our fight against these neo- 
capitalists that have arisen will not 
be limited to the elimination of foe 
free formers' markets: we are 
going to fight against these ten- 
dencies and manifestations on all 
fronts and in all places,” he said. 

Castro’s speech was reminiscent 
of dozens he made in foe 1960s 
when Socialist purity was foe mea-’ 
suring rod of everything in Cuba. 
It was also an admission of rel- 
atively widespread signs on foe 
island (rf what he called “neo- 
capitalism” as well as bureaucratic 
corruption and conupon del- 
inquency. 

Only a few weeks earlier, Cas- 
tro referred to other problems and 
said that “in the search for eco- 
nomic efficiency, we have created 
a culture for a heap of evils and 
deformation and what is worse, 
corruption.” 

Statistically, foe role of foe 
small private farm family is far inf- 
erior to foe state-owned forms and 
formers’ cooperatives. 

Eighty per cent of farmland is in 
the hands of the government, 13 
per omit in the hands of coo- 
peratives and seven per cent in the 
hands of private farmers. The 
number of small form families is 


estimated to be under 80,000. 

Many of foe small farmers and 
those who joined the form coops 
were sharecroppers or tenant far- 
mers before foe 1959 revolution 
and only received their land when 
the revolutionary government 
adopted the agrarian reform law 
in May that year. 

Untul 1980, private formers 
sold their produce to the gov- 
ernment which controls foe dis- 
tribution, wholesale and retail 
networks in Cuba. Then foe gov- 
ernment derided to experiment 
with a bit of free enterprise. 

Under foe law setting up the 
formers’ markets, a private for- 
mer eoukl sell surplus and sideline 
form products to tiie public wit- 
hout price controls once he ful- 
filled commitments to the state 
purchasing agency. 

The markets made available — 
to those who could afford the pri- 
ces — agricultural products that 
were scarce or not supplied in 
government-run stores. 

Cuban officials defended the 
markets on the grounds that they 
fulfilled a social need by providing 
what the state could not provide, 
but com plain ts of over pricin g 
were widespread. 

In 1982, government inspectors 
swooped on several Havana for- 
mcTS’ m ai kc i t a and arrested over 
165 people for “irregularities,” 
inducting the sale of products by 
middlemen and the sale of pro- 
duce that was stolen from the gov- 
ernment. 

In his speech at the farm coo- 
peratives meeting, Castro sca- 
thingly attacked government off- 
icials who use their position to 
guarantee themselves advantages. 

Castro said that from the beg- 
inning he opposed the par- 
ticipation of foe cooperatives at 
the free formers ’ markets. 

He called for a “grand crusade” 
against vice and corruption. 

The challenge for the gov- 
ernment now is to fill the vacuum 
left by foe removal of the free 
markets which sold some 70 mil- 
lion pesos (about 583 million at 
foe present Cuban-set rate) worth 
of produce to foe public yearly. 

Castro is convinced that without 
prejudicing the small private for- 
mers, the state could act as mid- 
dleman and retailer for foe pro- 
ducts once handled by the for- 
mers’ markets. The state would 
give the farmer a preferential 
price for foe surplus produce and 
sell it to the public at higher prices. 


Chinese exhibit showcases 
ancient science, art

DALLAS — China's famnns gifts 
to the world — silk, gunpowder, 
paper and foe compass — have 
long overshadowed the many 
other inventions and delicate arts 
which flourished for hundreds of 
years before appearing in Europe. 

To show foie world more of its 
■accomplishments, China has ass- 
embled a travelling exhibition of 
ancient technological feats. 

Nearly three million Americans 
and Canadians have already seen 
tiie exhibit since it began to tou- 
ring North America. 

Devices used in early ast- 
ronomy, architecture and med- 
icine are on dispty is “China: 
7,000 of Years of Discovery," inc- 
luding a reproduction of the 
workT s first seismograph invented 
in 132 A JD. by a Chinese scientist 
Hie seismograph, a five- 
foot-tall bronze am encircled by 
eight graceful but fierce dragons, 
is one of the best examples of the 
Chinese penchant for combining 
function and art. 

Inside the device, a heavy pen-. 
dulum released a single bronze 
ball through one of the dragon 
mouths upon sensing an ear- 
thquake tremor. 

The ball dropped out into one of 

the mouths of eight gaping bronze 
toads on the ground, indicating 
the direction of the earthquake 
and making a loud enough sound 
ro scientists were alerted to record 
the time of the tremor. 


Tan Ch unmao, foe exhibit dir- 
ector, said officials were con- 
sidering requests from museums 
in Australia, Sweden, France and 
West Germany to extend the tour.

Although science and tec-' 
hnology are the main focus of foe 
exhibit, an array of finely detailed 
crafts are also displayed, with 
demonstrations by 18 Chmese art- 
isans. 

The craftsmen and women, 
none of whom speak English, 
show visitors their skills in making 
rice paper, woodblock prints, 
bamboo kites and painted ce ramic 
plates. 

One embroiderer. Ho Liyun, 
demonstrated the use of silk thr- 
eads finer than a human hair in a 
unique form (rf embroidery which 
produces perfexedy finished pic- 
tures on both sides of her fabric. 

Two master weavers, perched 
on a two-storey -high drawloom 
invented in 'the second century 
A.D. , painstakingly raanipnlafed 
more than 5,000 warp threads to 
duplicate silk brocade patterns 
created hundreds of years ago.

Sources close to the coach said, 
however, that he had already 
indicated that he was ready to 
accept the new post 

Beaizot is the longest-serving 
coach of a major national team at 
the World Cup, in charge of the 
Italian national team since 1975. 
Under his guidance, Italy placed 
fourth in the 1978 World Cup in 
Argentina and won the 1982 tide 
in Spain. 


As Bearzot’s possible 

successors, Italian sources named 
team trainer Cesare M a i d i n i, the 
current No. 2 man, or former 
goalkeeper Dino Zoff, another 
trainer and captain of the 1982 
World Cup champions. 

Bearzofs coaching . contract 
runs through 1990 with the Italian 
Federation. He bad been expected 
to stay on through then to prepare 
a smooth transition for Zorf to 
take over his job after the 1990 
World Cup in Italy. 

Although Beaizot praised his 
players at a press conference after 
the match with France, he later 
said the team played “well below 
the standard 1 expected.” 

Beaizot said he had hoped Italy 
would at least qualify for die 
quarterfinals in Mexico, but it only 
made the first cut to die best 16. 

For the future, the 
coach' recommended developing 
younger players for the national 
team instead of relying on 
establifoed stars. 


“We have a string of promising 
youngsters in Italy. We must see 
how they do in the Italian 
championship, but several of them 
are ready for the national team." 
Beaizot said. 

“They are the basis for our 
future lineup, together with a 
handful of youths who are here in 

Mexico, who have done well and 
picked up international 

experience." 

Bearzot said he was against 
“radical changes” because these 
would almost certainly lead to 
defeat in Italy’s first games after* 
the World Cop, most of which are 
qualification matches for the 1988 
European Championships. 

“You can’t rebuild a team on a 
string of defeats. It would kill die 
morale of die young players and it 
would mean our elimination from 
the European Championships, 
something we must not take," 
Beaizot Mid. 

“We have great problems ahead 
but I most say that I am basically 
confident that Italy will soon have 
a competitive team again.”

Private Jordanian firm to conduct 
studies for engineering industries

AMMAN — A private share hol- 
ding company with a capital of JD 
500,000 has recently been est- 
ablished to act as a means to acq- 
uire and utilise modem methods 
in conducting feasibility studies 
and related procedures for multi- 
purpose engineering industries. 

The company is a joint venture 
setup by a number of large public 
industries. Mr. Omai Abdullah, 
chairman of the board of the dir- 
ectors of Arab Potash Company 
(APC), was appointed director 
general of the new Company. Fifty 
per cent of the company’s shares 
are held by the Royal Scientific 
Society (RSS) and fee remaining 
shares are divided equally bet- 
ween fee APC, fee Jordan Pho- 
sphate Mines Company (JMPC), 
fee Jordan Fertiliser Industries 
Company (JFIC), fee Social Sec- 
urity Corporation (SSC) and the 
Pension Fond. 

' According to Mr. Abdullah, the 
company was initially set op to 
conduct studies and research on 
projects related to the six founders 


.with the scope of operations exp- 
anding at a later date to cover 
other projects in the Kingdom and 
expertise required by the regional 
market. 

Once the project has gathered 
momentum and expertise, it will 
conduct multi-purpose feasibility 
studies and related procedures 
'instead of employing foreign exp- 
ertise which to date has been fee 
only source of studies in fee local 
market, Mr. Abdallah told die 
Jordan Times. 

Several large industrial pro- 
jects, established during fee last 
five year national development 
plan, have faced various dif- 
ficulties in the first few years of 
their operations and this has been 
partly attributed to in accurate 
feasibility studies for these pro- 
jects, according to economic ana- 
lysts and government officials. 

Inaccuracies arose in pro- 
jections for expenses, the imp- 
lementation period and marketing 
possibilities which meant that 
these large industries, acc- 
‘umulated large losses, analysts 
say. 

In his interview wife fee Jordan 
Times, Mr. Abdullah said fee fou- 


nders of die company, supported 
by His Royal Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan, deemed it nec- 
essary to initiate a fully-fledged 
Jordanian company to be ent- 
rusted with such studies. 

Jordan has fee qualified cadres, 
who match those in most adv- 
anced countries, but they lack the 
opportunity to polish their skills, 
he said. 

Mr. Abdullah pointed out that 
the new company will not compete 
wife private sector engineering 
consultancy firms and added that 
its work would be complementary 
to theirs. The company is not 
going to compete with engineering 
firms on fee local market and it 
will name them as sub-contractors 
is certain fields of study, he said. 

In later stages, fee company is 
expected to expand so fear wor- 
king engineers and fee public will 
have shares in its capital. Acc- 
ording to regulations of fee Jordan 
Engineers Association, no eng- 
ineering company may be - est- 
ablished unless it is owned by eng- 
ineers, but in fee case of this com- 
pany fee article was waived with 
the approval of fee association. 


China wants 
to join world] 
trade talks 

GENEVA (Agencies) — China 
.wants to join major trade 
negotiations to open world 
markets due later this year, taking 
a hand in such talks tor fee first 
time, Ambassador Qian Jiadong 
said Taesday. 

Trade ministers from GATT 
(General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade) countries wil] meet in* 
Uruguay in September to launch 
the negotiations aime d at opening 
new markets and halting a rise in 
protectionism in world commerce. 

Gulf, Air’s 
profit falls 

BAHRAIN (R) — Bahrain-based 
Gulf Air said Tuesday its net 
profit fell 38.7 per cent last year to 
12.7 million Bahraini dinars 
(533.8 million). The airline, 
owned by the governments of 
Rahrain , jy man.. Qatar and Abu 
Dhabi, reported a net profit of 
19.1 mil Hnn dinars (5503 million) 
in 1984. In March, airline 
president. Sheikh AH Ibrahim A1 
Malki pointing to tire nearly 
six-year-old Iran-Iraq war and 
lower oS prices, said the outlook 
for 1986 was “very difficult.” 
Tuesday’s statement said six 
million dmais ($15.9 million) of 
the 1985 profits would be 
distributed among fee four 
owners. Apart from the Gulf war 
and ’ lower oil prices, aviation 
sources said the airline's profits 
had also been Hit by the 
emergence last year of Emirates 
Air, based in Dubai in the United 
Arab Emirates. They said 
Emirates Air had captured some 
of tire lucrative market between 
the Gulf and the Indian 
sub-continent Gulf Air’s other 
major route is to Europe. 


U.S. facilitates licensing 
approval for foreign sales 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
commerce and defence 
department Tuesday announced a 
speeded-up export licensing 
procedure for some 
U 3. -approved, non-co mmunis t 
countries feat want to buy 
American-made commercial 
goods. 

The system would require 
foreign buyers to apply for 
certification by the United States 
as reliable end-users, which means 
essentially they must agree not to 
reship fee goods to Soviet Bloc, 
countries. 

US. -based exporters could ship 
products to these foreign 
companies, each of which would 
be assigned a number, without 
going through the cumbersome 
process of applying for an expor t 
licence from the Commerce 
Department 

Mr. Paul Freedenbeig, assistant, 
commerce secretary, said at a 
news conference feat - after an 


American exporter telephoned 
the department to verify the 
eligibility of a foreign company’s 
licence and of fee commodity to 
be shipped, approval for export 
could be given in as Hide as one or 
two days. 

He specified the new licensing 
procedure would apply only to 
non-military items and would 
exclude products such as 
high -capacity supercomputers 
wanted by fee Soviet Union. 

Initially , only com pani es in fee 
16 countries belonging to tire 
Coordinating Committee on 
Multilateral. Export Controls 
(Cbcom), which regulates exports 
of Western high-technology 
products, can apply for 
certification as reliable end-useis. 

No company located in the 
Soviet Bloc or in China would be 
considered for a licence, nor 
would any in locations like Hong 
Kong, which is a crown colony of 
Cbcom member Britain. 


Yugoslavia plans reforms 


BELGRADE (R) — Yugoslavia’s 
government will propose 
emergency measures next week to 
boost flagging trade. Trade 
Minister Nenad Krekic said 
Tuesday. 

He spoke as a popular magazine 
reported that Communist Party 
members were growing impatient 
over the handling of the country’s 
economic crisis. 

"The pressure of the party 
membership can no longer be 
ignored because it reveals that 
awareness of the crisis is more 
developed among the masses than 
the leadership,'’ Start magazine 
said. 

Mr. Krekic told Yugoslav 
busmessmea that exports in fee 
firetfive months of 1986 fell by 13 
per cent to 53.77 billion. 

The official Tanjng News 


Agency quoted him as saying 
there would be changes in 
monetary and taxation policies. 

The measures, part of a package 
being prepared by the month-old 
cabinet of Prime Minister Branko 
MikuHc, would be accompanied 
by government intervention on 
imports. 

Mr. Krekic said longer-term 
economic policies would become 
clearer after the ruling 
Communist Party holds its 
policy-setting congress on June 
25. 

Mr. Milculic took over after four 
years of government under Ms. 
Milka Planinc, whose 
administration was criticised for 
failing to curb runaway inflation, 
now soaring towards 100 per cent 
a year, and a 520 billion foreign 
debt. 


Egypt set for talks with U.S. 
after unveiling deficit budget 


CAIRO (Agencies)' — Key Egyptian economic 
ministers were reported on Wednesday to be 
planning talks in Washington after parliament 
approved a deficit budget underlining woes of the 
most populous Arab state. 


The blueprint for fee fiscal year 
starting in July 1. endorsed by the 
People’s Assembly Tuesday night, 
projected fractionally higher 
spending than this year at just over 
20 billion pounds ($24 bObon). 

The budget deficit is projected 
to rise about 12 per cent to 53 
billion pounds (So. 6 billion). 

Income, especially from major 
hard currency earners, is slated to 
fall intensifying a crisis that has 
defied a long-term solution 
without radical action that fee 
government so far appears 
unwilling to take. 

Newspapers said Planning 
Minister Kama] Ganzouri and 
Finance Minister Sal ah Hamed 
would go to Washington on 
Sunday to discuss fee U3. input to 
Egypt’s long-term economic plan. 

Tne semi-official AJ Ahrara 
said they would also meet fee 
International Monetary Fund, 
with which Egypt has held 
inconclusive talks on a standy 
credit to help with payments on a 
total foreign debt of over 530 
billion. 

The United States is Egypfs 
main creditor and aid donor, with 
more than $2 billion of military 
and economic assistance a year. 

Cairo received a confidence 
boost on Tuesday when fee U,S. 
automobile giant General Motors 
announced plans to assemble cars 
in Egypt under a joint venture 
scheme which includes 
component factories to be set up 


by other firms. 

Defence Minister Abdul Halim 
Abu Ghazala has bad talks in 
Washington this week, and 
diplomats believe one aim was to 
seek relief on scheduled interest 
paymentsof 5555 million this year 
on Cairo’s 543 billion debt for 
arms purchases. 

Finance Minister Hamed, 
presenting budget figures to 
parliament last month, said 
revenue was forecast to fall in 
1986-87 to 14.5 bOHon pounds 
(SI 7.4 billion) next year from 
15.1 billion ($18.2 billion). 

The chief culprit is a budgelted 
43 per cent (hop in crude oil 
export earnings to 5914 million 
next year. 

The ofl slump is also expected to 
cut remittances from Gulf states 
by Egyptian expatriate workers, 
whose transfers home form a 
major source of hard currency. 

Tourism revenue in this country 
of about 49 mHHon people has 
been hit by security fears among 
potential western visitors. 

According to budget figures, a 
fail in international trade will 
mean a marginal cut in earnings 
from Suez Canal tolls to 277.7 
million pounds (53343 million). 

Prime Minister Ali Lutfi is 
trying to tackle the crisis by 
gradual action. So far, he has 
shunned Western suggestions to 
revise Egypt's multi-tiered 
exchange rate system, devalue fee 
pound, reschedule debts and cut 


subsidies on some foods, petrol 
and other basics. 

A s ummar y of the budget and a 
government report on it was 
distributed Wednesday by the 
government's Middle East News 
Agency. 

According to fee report, prices 
.for both regular ana premium 
gasoline will increase by 5 piasters 
(3.75 cents) effective Aug. 1 with 
the increase, a litre of regular 
g a soline will cost 25 1 piasters (18 
cents) while a litre of premium will 
go for 30 piasters (22.5 cents). 

Despite fee increases. Egyptian 
gasoline prices will remain well 
below those of many other 
countries. 

In Japan, regular and premium 
gasoline prices range between 76 
and 82 cents a litre, while in 
Britain, which is a major oil 
producer, a litre of premium 
gasoline sells for about 36 pence 
(54 cents). 

The equivalent amount of 
gasoline in fee New York area 
sells for between 23 and 273 
cents. 

Egypt is an oil exporter, and 
gasoline prices are subsidised by 
the government. Egyptian 
officials have complained feat low 
domestic fuel prices encourage 
waste and reduce fee amount of 
petroleum available for export. 

Government figures show that 
at the be ginning of this year, 
domestic consumption amounted 
to 400,000 barrels a day, nearly 
half the daily production figure of 
870.000 barrels. 

With the fall in world oQ prices, 
Egypt last February reduced its 
production by about 200,000 
barrels a day. Ofl Ministry officials 
said the production cut left 
virtually nothing available for 
export. 


Spanish business gives tacit nod 
to Socialists in election campaign 


MADRID (R) — Spain’s ruling 
Socialists have an unlikely ally in 
the general election that takes 
place here on Sunday — most of 
the country’s business community. 

Recent opinion polls suggest 
the Socialists may not repeat 
the landslide victory that gave 
them an absolute majority in 
1982, though a second four-year 
term of office seems likely. % 
The two-million-member 
CEOE employers’ association has 
given Prime Minister Felipe 
Gonzalez tacit backing by 
deciding to remain on fee sidelines 
in the poll. 

Many businessmen and bankers 
say privately that they are 
delighted wife the Socialists’ 
monetarist policies as well as the 
generally favourable terms they 
secured for Spain’s entry into fee 
European Community (EC) last 
January. 

Spain was given seven years to 
gradually adapt its industry to 
tariff-free trade within fee bloc. 
Most businessmen say they can 
live with this period of 
adjustment. 

The big banks are putting their 
money behind fee party they 
deem fee likely winner, lending 


511.7 million to the Socialists to 
help finance their campaign for 
fee election. 

The rightist, pro-business 
Popular Coalition (CP) 
opposition party got 58.2 million, 
while another 58 million went to 
smaller parties, including the 
Communists. 

The Socialists have reassured 
business with promises of more of 
fee same in their second four-year 
terra of office. 

Secretary of state for economic 
planning. Mr. Miguel Angel 
Fernandez Ordonez, said there 
would be a gradual loosening of 
the reins, but the basic thrust 
would remain tight control over 
fee money supply and inflation, 
and moderate wage hikes. 

“Business has responded." he 
told Reuters in a recent interview. 
"Last year's 53 per ceafgrowth in 
capital spending was fee first 
positive investment in 10 years." 

He said this was in line wife fee 
government's efforts to shift fee 
burden for growth to fee domestic 
sector. Spain's 2.5 per cent 
expansion last year came largely 
from strong exports. 

Mr. Fernandez Ordonez, bflfing 
1986 as fee best economic year in 


more than a decade, said: "The 
economy should be able to sustain 
three to 33 per cent growth for 
several years." 

He said consumer spending 
grew 1 .5 per cent last year after 
shrinking by 0.8 per cent in 1984. 
"This is a sign of consolidated 
recovery." he said. 

The one area where business 
has kept up steady pressure on fee 
Socialists is Spain's 

tigbtly-corsetted labour 
legislation. 

"CEOE maintains a strict 
neutrality in fee election, but 
insists on fee need to modernise 
the economy and liberalise its 
labour laws," a spokesman said. 

He was referring to Spam's 
firing policies, among the most 
restrictive in Europe, and the 
complaints of factory owners 
saddled wife heavy payrolls — a 
relic of fee regime of late dictactor 
Francisco Franco who subsidised a 
large workforce in an effort to 
avoid political unrest. 

The Socialists,- who have 
become all things to all people, are 
promising greater labour law 
flexibility to promote economic 
growth.

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U.S. envoy in Stockholm 
escapes assassination bid 


STOCKHOLM (R) — The United States 
ambassador to Sweden escaped an apparent 
assassination attempt during a dinn er party 
Tuesday night when his bodyguards fired at two 
armed men found lurking outside, police said 
Wednesday. 


. “We are assuming that the men 
wen; attempting an assassination 
of the U.S. ambassador," Police 
Commissioner Sven Liija said. 

The gunmen escaped and 
no-one was injured in the 
incident. 

Two bodyguards of U.S. 
Ambassador Gregory Newell 
stumbled across the gunmen while 
making a routine inspection of the 
grounds of a secluded mansion 
outside Stockholm where some 20 
guests were being entertained by a 
millionaire Swedish industrialist. 

Mr. Liija said the two men, with 
dark curly hair and wearing dark 
clothing, were discovered in tong 
grass after the security police 
heard suspicious sounds. 

They were armed with an 
assault rifle and a 
double-barrelled bunting rifle, 
Liija said. The bodyguards fired 


three quick shots. 

“They decided to shoot first and 
a$ir questions later," he said. 

The two men, thought to be 
about 25 years old. turned on their 
heels and fled on a motor bike 
parked nearby. 

Police immediately mounted a 
manh unt with boats, helicopters 
and dogs but without success. 

A police spokesman said later a 
man was being interviewed in 
connection with the shooting but 
added that the man was not 
directly involved in the incident. 

The Mexican ambassador to 
Sweden, Andrez Rozendal, was 
also among the guests being 
entertained to dinner on Lagno 
Island, some 20 kilometres east of 
Stockholm. 

The incident, at die home of 
industrialist Bo Johnson, head of 


Sweden’s biggest privately-owned 
company, is the biggest security 
scare since the fatal shooting on a 
central Stockholm street in 
February of Swedish Prime 
Minister Olof Palme. 

Police are still hunting a lone 
gunman who shot Mr. Palme at 
close range as he walked home 
with bis wife from a cinema. 

Bo Johnson is titular head of the 
Johnson Industrial Empire, which 
is involved in steel, shipping, 
chemicals and construction. It 
employs 23,000 people. 

Ambassador NeweU, a political 
appointee, presented his 
credentials to Sweden last year. 
He was on President Reagan’s 
staff during his 1980 election 
campaign. 

He was named Assistant 
Secretary of State for 
Internationa] Organisations in 
1982. Confirmation of bis 
appointment was delayed by the 
Ui>. Senate after Mr. Newell was 
unable to name the 16 members of 
the NATO alliance. 

A high-ranking member of the 
Mormon Church, he is married 
with five children. 


Demichev named Soviet vice-president 


MOSCOW (R) - Culture Min- 
ister Pyotr Demichev was named 
first vice-president of the Soviet 
Union Wednesday replacing 
85-year-old Vasily Kuznetsov, 
who retired. 

The election of Mr. Demichev, 
68, by the Supreme Soviet was 
announced by politburo member 
Yegpr Ligachev. who is effective 
deputy to Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev. 

Vfr. Ligachev was speaking at a 
six- monthly meeting of the Soviet 
Union's parliament in Moscow. 

The post of first vice-president 
is largely ceremonial. 

The Supreme Soviet later rel- 
ieved Mr. Demichev of his post as 
culture minister in connection 
with his appointment as first 
vice-president, the Soviet News 
Agency TASS said. 

In other changes, former pol- 
itburo member Viktor Grishin 
was retired from the presidium of 
the Supreme Soviet, the Soviet 
Union's top state body headed by 
President Andrei Gromyko. 


Mr. Grishin, a close ally of late 
President Leonid Brezhnev was 
removed from the politburo and 
as leader of the Moscow city party 
before last February’s Communist 
Party Congress. 

The Supreme Soviet also freed 
politburo member Lev Zaikov of 
his duties on the presidium. Zai- 
kov ranks at the highest level of 
the Kremlin leadership, as a 
member of the 12-man politburo 
and a party Central Committee 
secretary. 

Two non-voting politburo 
members, Boris Yelstin and Yuri 
Solovyov, entered the presidium. ■ 
Yelstin is Mr. Grishin’s rep- 
lacement as bead of the Moscow 
Party and Mr. Solovyov runs the 
powerful Leningrad Party mac- 
hine. 

TASS said Mr. Kuznetsov was 
relieved of his duties as first vice- 
president on health grounds. 

A former first deputy foreign 
minister, Mr. Kuznetsov was in 
the i 960s one of the Kremlin’s top 
troubleshooters. 


He negotiated for the Soviet 
Union in the 1962 Cuban missile 
crisis with the United States and in 
the later Sino-Soviet dispute and 
also represented the Kremlin in 
Czechoslovakia after the 1 968 
Soviet-led invasion. 

Described by one Soviet official 
as .“an ageless old gentleman/’ 
Mr. Kuznetsov spoke fluent Eng- 
lish with an American accent 

He attended a three-year cou- 
rse at foe Carnegie Institute- of 
Technology in Pittsbure in the 
1 930’s and also worked for a year 
at the Ford Motor Company in 
Detroit. 

Mr. Demichev, who is also a 
non-voting politburo member, 
was once party secretary for cul- 
ture and was closely involved with 
the decision to deport author Ale- 
xander Solzhenitsyn in 1974. 

Mr. Demichev first won pro- 
motion under the late Nikita Khr- 
ushchev, who was toppled in a 
“palace coup” in 1964.

| Foreign Minister Peter 
1 Jankowitsch, who joined trie 
reshuffled cabinet this week, was 
quoted Wednesday as saying he 
would cooperate fully with 
President-elect Kurt Waldheim. 

Mr. Jankowitsch’ s predecessor 
Leopold Gratz stepped down last 
week saying he could not 
represent Austria under Dr. 
Waldheim. The former U.N. 
chiefs election campaign was I 
surrounded by foreign accusations 
he had a c rimin al war record. ! 
which he deaies. 

In an interview with the 
conservative daily Die Presse, Mr. 
Jankowitsch said he had 
maintained good working 1 
relations with Dr. Waldheim after ; 
succeeding him as Austrian 
ambassador to the United Nations 
in 1972. 

- “The government mandate j 
until the end of the legislative 
period (April 1987) includes 
correct relations with the federal j 
president, as laid down by the 
Austrian constitution.” 

“ Regarding the foreign 
minister's duties, I will fulfill them 
with respect and without any 
reservation.’’ 

But Mr. Jankowitsch, a senior 
member of the Socialist Party 
whose candidate lost badly to Dr. 
Waldheim, added: “I do not have 
to appraise the individual. That 
would be inappropriate.” 

Mr. Jankowitsch said the 
democratic choice of Austrians 
had to be respected, adding “the 
successful candidate must be given 
a chance.” 

The tactics used in the 
presidential campaign — often 
referred to as the ugliest since the 
second republics's founding in 
1955 — had harmed Austria’s 
image abroad, he said. 

The new wave of anti-Semitism 
had to be fought he said, referring 
to the hundreds of threatening 
hate letters received by 
Austria's tiny Jewish community 
since the allegations against Dr. 
Waldheim first surfaced in March . 


Congress may approve 
supreme court nominees 



Indonesian proposal to scrap 
religious education opposed 


JAKARTA (R) — A government 
officiaTs proposal to scrap rel- 
igious education in Indonesian 
schools has sparked opposition 
from Islamic leaders and the pow- 
erful Teachers' Union in the 
world's largest Muslim country. 

Authorities are revamping the 
school curriculum to cut the num- 
ber of compulsory subjects which 
Education Minister Fuad Hassan 
views as excessive. A ministry off- 
icial said this week religious edu- 
cation should no longer be treated 
as compulsory because it was a 
"waste ot time.” 

The official Antara News Age- 
ncy Wednesday quoted the cha- 
irman of the influential Muslim 
Ulerama (scholars') Council 
Hasan Basri. as saying that rel- 
igion was the most important ele- 
ment in forming the character and 
outlook of a pupil. 

Mr. Basri said dropping religion 
would run counter to government 
regulations, which recognise foe 
importance of the subject in sch- 
ools. 

The chairman of the Teachers’ 


Association, Basyuni Sur- 
iamiharja, also said religion is the 
most important part of the school 
curriculum and is inter-related 
with other subjects. 

Religion is at present a com- 
pulsory subject along with history, 
state ideology, language and mat- 
hematics from primary to high 
school level. 

Islam is the religion of nearly 90 
per cent of Indonesia's 165 million 
people but schools also provide 
religious teaching for Christians. 
Hindus and Buddhists. 

Indonesian newspapers this 
week quoted Haxtya Bachtiar. 
head of the Education Ministry's 
Research and Development Cen- 
tre, assaying tbatreligaon could be 
dropped as a compulsory subject. 

Mr. Bachtiar. who is in charge 
of reshaping the curriculum, said 
school hours were wasted on the 
subject, which was taught rep- 
etitively year after year from pri- 
mary school level. 

Religious education should be 
the responsibility of parents and 
society, be said. 


1 killed when MiG-21 
fighter crashed in India 


NEW DELHI ( R) — One person 
was killed when an Indian Air 
Force Soviet-built MiG-21 fighter 
crashed into a bouse in a northern 
India village, the Press Trust of 
•India (PTI) reported Wednesday. 

The pilot bailed out and suf- 
fered a fractured leg before the 
aircraft crashed near Ambala city 


in Haryana state Tuesday night 
shortly after take-off, PTI said. 

The crash killed a retired Indian 
soldier and injured 10 other peo- 
ple living with him in the house. 

rhe Indian Air Force grounded 
eight of its MiG-21 fleet last year 
to find if they suffered from tec- 
hnical faults after three crashes.

DEAR MR. GOREN 


Q. —While I hive been a rubber 
bridge player for many years, I 
have always been hesitant about 
trying my band at duplicate bridge. 
Would yon please explain the main 
differences between the two forms 
ol bridge?— J.E., San Francisco, 
Calif. 

A.— There’s enough material here 
for a book- But we’ll try. anyway. 

Id rubber bridge, the object is to 
win two games, and each hand is 
simply a campaign in Lhe battle for: 
the rubber. At duplicate, each 
board is a separate war, and your 
result on any one deal has no bear- 
ing on any other deal in the competi- 
tion. 

In rubber bridge, your object is to 
win the rubber. It is or tittle import 
if you go minus 200 when the op- 
ponents can make a panscore. At‘‘ 
duplicate, you must score at least as 
well, or better, than every other 
pair sitting in your direction, each 
of whom will play the same cards 
that you do- 

In rubber bridge, you strive for 
the safest contract. At duplicate, 
you must try for the highest-scoring 
contract. As a result, minor-suit- 
games are all but forgotten in dupli- 
cate. Bidding and making three no 
trump with an overtrick scores 
more than bidding and making five 
of a minor, or even collecting an 
overtrick at a minor suit game. 
Thus, if you go beyond three no 
trump when you have a minor suit, 
you are almost committed to slam. 


In rubber bridge, you should take 
the safest line of play for your con- 
tract: overtricks are a luxury. And 
on defense, your main objective is 
to defeat the contract, even if the 
line you adopt might yield an extra 
trick to declarer if it does not suc- 
ceed. At duplicate, you must con- 
sider what the rest of the field is 
likely to do. If you are in a papular 
contract where you have an odds -on 
chance for the overtrick with a 
slight ebance oi going down if your 

- line doesn't work, it is correct to 

- .play for the overtrick. And if an ob- 
-tuse defense you are considering 
' . might give declarer an extra trick if 

it doesn't bear fruit, steer dear of 
it- For every 20 tops you earn by 
defeating the contract you will get 
80 bottoms for allowing an overtrick 
-not a paying proposition in the 
long run. 

Lastly, you sacrifice more in dup- 
licate. In rubber bridge, if the op- 
ponents are vulnerable and you are 
not. you should be committed if you 
sacrifice 500 points to prevent Lhe 
opponents from winning the rubber 
-they are still 3-to-l favorites to 
collect the rubber bonus; 300 should 
be all you are prepared to lose. At 
duplicate, you get a 500 bonus for 
making a vulnerable game, so game 
is worth 600 plus points- A sacrifice 
of 5QQ points, therefore, is a winning 
proposition. 

We have only scratched tbe sur- 
face. Perhaps we can continue this 
discussion in a future column. 


ISLAMABAD (R) - 

Afghanistan’s Soviet-backed 
authorities are rounding up youths 
from foe streets to figh t in the 
country’s dwindling array against 
Afghan rebels. Western diplomats 
said Wednesday. 

Youths in foe Afghan capital 
Kabul and the nearby town of 
Paghtsan were frequently seen 
rounded up from the streets over 
the past few days, the diplomats 
quoted reports reaching 
Islamabad from Afghanistan as 
saying. 

Array truckloads of young men 
in civilian clothes were seen 
heading towards military 
barracks, they added. 

Kabul Radio announced on 
Sunday rules aimed at cutting 
draft (lodging by malting access to 
higher education dependent on 
completion of military service. 

The diplomats said Afghan 
leader Najibullah. a former secret 
police chief who became 
Communist Party head on May 4, 
hoped the rules would help 
prevent a recurrence of student 
protests backing former party 
leader Babrak Karra ai. 

Tibesraen are also beefing up 
the army which, according to 
diplomatic reports, has shrunk to 
less than half the 80,000 men ir 
had in the late 1970’s before the 
seven-year-old war against the 
Afghan guerrillas. 

Prime .Minister Sultan Ali 
Kishtmaud told army 
commanders Tuesday night that 
18,000 tribesmen were now under 
arms. 

Quoted by Kabul Radio, he said 
the tribesmen were entrusted with 
preventing guerrilla infiltration of 
their respective regions. 

The diplomats said initial 
reports reaching Islamabad 
indicated that the drive to 
reinforce the army did not appear 
to be making much headway but 
they had no figures to substantiate 
this. 

The new draft rules, they added,

WASHINGTON (R) —The Sen- 
ate could approve quickly Pre- 
sident Reagan's nominations for 
promotion and appointment to 
the supreme court and hold foe 
nation's highest judical body on 
its present conservative course. 

The president announced Tue- 
sday his nominations of Associate 
Justice William Rehnqmst as chief 
justice of foe United States, suc- 
ceeding Warren Burger who res- 
igned. 

Little-known Appeals Judge’ 
Antonin Scaiza was nominated as 
an associate justice on foe sup- 
reme court. 

Senate Judiciary Committee 
Chairman Strom Thurmond said 
he would hold bearings soon on 
foe nominations and expected 
quick approval. Only foe Senate 
votes on the nominations. 

Senate Republican leaders hea- 
ped praise on foe nominees and 
libera] Senators voiced muted cri- 
ticism. 

The unexpected decision by 
Burger, 78, to resign and devote 
his time to ceremonies next year 
marking foe bicentennial of foe 
U5. constitution gave .Mr. Rea- 
gan his second opportunity to 
shape the court to his conservative 
ideology. 

His first appointment, in 1981, 
was of Sandra Day O’ Connor, the 
first woman named to foe court. 

Like O’Connor, Scalia is con- 


sidered a conservative, and Refa- 
nquist, who was appointed, by Pre- 
sident Nixon, is usually ranked to 
the rigit of Burger. 

Legal scholars and com- 
mentators said the appointments 
did not produce any immediate 
dramatic shift in the ideological 
make-up of foe court between 
conservatives and liberals. 

They noted, however, that 
Rehnquist, at 61, and Scalia, 50, 
could well be members of the 
court ‘into foe next century, since 
justices are appointed for life 
or until they retire. 

Rehnquist thus has an opp- 
ortunity over the long run to lead 
the court onto a more con- 
servative course than Burger. 

Scalia, tbe firsr Italian- 
American named to the nine- 
member court, has been a judge 
for only four years but served on 
the U.S. court of appeals in Was- 
hington. He also held mid-level 
legalposcs under Presidents Nixon 
and rord. 

Like Rehnquist, he is an adv- 
ocate of judicial restraint, bel- 
ieving the courts should interpret 
foe constitution rather than revise 
existing laws. 

Rehnquist will cany on Bur- 
ger’s law-and-order principles, 
which have resulted in narrowing 
some of the protections extended 
to criminals by»eariier courts and 
increasing the power of police. 


Bangladesh renews peace 
offer to tribal insurgents 


DHAKA (R) — Bangladesh has 
offered to pull back troops from 
the southern Chittagong HS1 
Tracts region if tribal guerrillas 
pledge to end their decade-old 
insurgency over demands for aut- 
onomy. 

lhe authorities will also help to 
set up vigilante teams of tribesmen 
and settlers to prevent violence 
and restore peace in foe 13,000 
square-kilometres region of dense 
forests and mountains, which bor- 
ders India and Burma. 

The offers were made at a 
meeting Tuesday between tribal 
chieftains, settlers' leaders and 
Bangladeshi military commanders 
at Chittagong army garrison. 

Chief government negotiator 
Maj. Gen. Nuruddin Khan told 
reporters he was happy, with the 
meeting and he believed peace 
would return in the hiU tracts 
soon. 

Officials said foe meeting was 
intended to find ways to stop da- 
shes between outlawed Shanri 
Bahini (peace force ) guerrillas 


and settlers who were moved to 
the area under a government plan 
to ease overcrowding cm foe pla- 
ins. 

More than 270 people have 
been killed and at least 350 wou- 
nded in battles between foe two 
groups since early May, they said. 

Nearly 8,000 tribesmen have 
fled to India’s north eastern Tri- 
pura state since May while hun- 
dreds of settlers took refuge in 
Chittagopg city and nearby areas 
to escape foe violence. 

Bangladesh has accused India 
of providing sanctuary, arras and 
t rawling to foe Sbanti Bahini, a 
charge repeatedly denied by New 
D elhi. 

Gen. Khan told the meeting 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad would discuss foe issue 
with Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
when he would visit India next 
month. ’ 

Sbanti Bahini began iis 
insurgency in foe early 1970s after 
foe government turned down 
demands for autonomy.

The transvestite Greg 
Rogers, and hxs purported husband, Alvin Woodard, 24, were 
charged with first-degree murder after foe baby died on Friday in 
hospital, police said. Police said the infant, the son of a heroin 
addict, was admitted to hospital the previous day. supposedly 
suffering from seizures. But, police said, the two men eventually 
admitted hitting the baby because he bad been crying too much.

AUBURN, Washington (R) — A 40-year-old woman was killed 
by cyanide poisoning after taking capsules of foe widely used 
painkiller extra-strength exccdrin. police has said. It was the third 
death in the United States this year from cyanide-laced painkiller 
capsules. A police spokeswoman in Auburn. 32-ktioraetres south 
of Seattle, said medical examiners had determined that Sue Snow, 
a mother of two children who had been employed as a bonk 
manager, died on June 1 1 of cyanide poisoning. Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) agents found the poison in a 60-caprsulc 
bottle of tile painkiller purchased in Auburn. Several other 
capsules in the bottle contained significant amounts of foe poison, 
police said. Authorities have ordered tbe painkiller removed from 
local stores and advised the public not to use extra-strength 
excedrin, which is manufactured by Bristol- Meyers torp. the 
spokeswoman said.
